When the political consultants get 
their focus groups and test the slo- 
gans that will guide political policy 
in California, the one that comes 
out near the top all the time is “liv- 
ing within our means.” That’s why 
Goy. Arnold Schwarzenegger used 
the line (as many of his predeces- 
sors have done) to try to make his 
brutal, bloody budget cuts sound 
eminently reasonable. The hard- 
working taxpayers of this state have 
to live within their means, right? 
They can’t spend more money than 
they have. So when the state comes 
up short, the governor and the 
legislature just have to do what's 
necessary to make payment due bal- 
ance with accounts received. 

But it’s a misleading metaphor. 
Imagine you're working at a 
full-time job, just barely managing 
to cover the bills, and all of a sud- 
den, through no fault of your own, 
your boss decides to cut your pay by 
15 percent. Life wasn't exactly easy 
before; now it really sucks. Now the 

essentials are at risk — you can't 
pay the rent and put food on the 
table and buy clothes for your kids 
without going into debt. And sure, 
you can borrow for a while and run 
up the credit cards, but it won't 
work in the long term and will 
wind up costing you a lot more. 

And your boss smiles and tells 
you to live within your means. 

This is what’s happened to 
California. The people who operate 
the public services (schools, parks, 
hospitals, etc.) that we all depend on 
just saw their income cut radically. 
The state already tried borrowing, 
but the interest alone is going to 
cost $2 billion this year; California, 
like so many Californians, is having 
trouble with its debt load. 

So what would your typical 
breadwinner try to do? Well, he or 
she would complain about the pay 
cut and fight to get that money 
back, look for another job, possibly 
moonlight... In other words, those 
hardworking taxpayers would try 
hard to find a revenue-side solu- 
tion.

Bring back the car tax

We've been seeing signs that 
Newsom is becoming more of an 
imperial mayor for months, ever 
since he launched his new admin- 
istration with a demand that all of 
the department heads and commis- 
sioners resign. The idea, he said, 
was to bring a fresh start and new 
ideas to his second term — but he 
never explained exactly what those 
new ideas were or why the current 
city officials weren't living up to 
them. And it was. clear that some 
of his moves were motivated by 
nothing but politics: ousting Susan 
Leal as head of the Public Utilities 
Commission had nothing to do 
with her job performance and 
everything to do with the fact that 
she had been willing to challenge 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co.’s 
power monopoly. 

The shenanigans continue. 

As Sarah Phelan reported on 
sfbg.com last week, Newsom just 
attempted a coup at the Planning 
Commission, moving behind the 
scenes to oust Christina Olague, 
a progressive appointed by the 
supervisors, from her post as vice 
president. Newsom and his crew 
wanted to install his loyalists, Sue 
Lee and Mike Antonini, as presi- 
dent and vice president of 

the panel. 

That move, sources told us, 
was orchestrated through Dean 
Macris, the former planning direc- 
_tor who needs to get the hell out 
of that department. Macris still 
has his fingers firmly planted in 
the planning pie; he maintains an 
office in the department as a “liai- 
son to the mayor.” 

The mayor has also managed 
to pad his own office’s budget

— and has, as the San Francisco 
Chronicle reported Jan. 25, used 
funny accounting to divert money 
from Muni to the Mayor’s Office 
payroll. And he continues to use 
the San Francisco International 
Airport as a place to put highly 
paid employees who have, at best, 
unclear job descriptions. 

This is the sort of thing that 
led to Brown’s downfall: the vot- 
ers, infuriated by backroom deals, 
voted nearly all of Brown’s allies 
out of office in 2000 and elected 
a Board of Supervisors that had 
a mandate to block the mayor’s 
worst initiatives. 

Newsom has always insisted 
he’s a different type of politician 
than his predecessor and onetime 
mentor, and his future political 
career will depend on his ability 
to make that image stick. Brown’s 
reputation for corruption was the 
main reason he never had any 
hope of seeking or winning a 
statewide office. 

If Newsom wants to avoid that 
fate, he can start with a few sig- 
nificant changes: 

¢ Knock off the secrecy and 
sleaze. If Newsom hasa reason to 
replace a department head or com- 
missioner — and there are good 
reasons to fire a bunch of them 
— he needs to make that public. If 
someone isn’t carrying out his poli- 
cies, fine: explain what the policies 
are and where he and the official 
in question part ways. Don’t pull 
out the knives and do the dirty 
work of PG&E and the developers 
behind closed doors. 

¢ Be open about the jobs and 
the money. If the mayor really 
believes he needs a bunch of new 
$150,000-per-year aides, fine: take 
that money out of the General 
Fund and tell the public where it’s 
coming from. Budgets are displays 
of political priorities, especially 
in tight years, and the voters have 
a right to know what the mayor 
cares about most. 

° Keep the operatives out of 
City Hall. Brown had lobby- 
ists and consultants cutting deals 
in room 200 almost every day. 
Newsom needs to make it clear 
that campaign advisors aren’t mak- 
ing policy or personnel decisions. 

We have four more years of 
Newsom to go, and if he keeps up 
this kind of crap, he’s going to find. 
himself fighting the board — and 
the voters — at every step. srsc

The way to honor Matthew Shepard 


OPINION Nearly 10 years ago 
Matthew Shepard was crucified 
on a fence in Wyoming because 
he was gay. Recently a bill bearing 
his name failed to pass the United 
States Senate. 

S 1105, the Matthew Shepard 
Act, would “provide Federal assis- 
tance to States, local jurisdictions, 
and Indian tribes to prosecute hate 
crimes.” Its supporters are still push- 
ing for its passage, and Speaker of 
the House Nancy Pelosi wants to see 
it approved early this year. Here is 
why Congress should not bother: 

Nearly 1,500 hate crimes motivat- 
ed by sexual orientation were reported 
in the United States in 2006. To 
reduce that number we do not need a 
bill that would give the local sheriff a 
cash grant after some kid decides to 
crucify another kid because he likes 
to kiss boys. We need education. 

Our school system is structured 
with the implication of heterosexuali- 
ty. Any information that be construed 
as other than strictly heterosexual is 
rarely taught. James Baldwin is widely 
read in schools for his writings on the 
difficulties of living in a racist world. 
His writings on the difficulties of liv- 
ing in a homophobic world, however, 
are largely ignored. “The Fire Next 
Time,” an essay on how to “end the 
racial nightmare” that blacks endure, 


is more widely read than Giovanni's 
Room, which begins with the gay 
lover of the main male character 
about to be guillotined. 

Most students know Alexander 
the Great as one of the most impor- 
tant generals of history, conquering 
most of the known world by the 
time of his death at 33. Some know 
of his three wives. Few know of 
Hephaistion, his lifelong companion, 
with whom it is widely acknowl- 
edged he had a sexual relationship. 
Through such selective edits of his- 
tory, students learn (falsely) that het- 
erosexuality is the norm and has been 
throughout time. 

With this background, is it any 
wonder that hate crimes based on 
sexual orientation accounted for more 
than 15 percent of all hate crimes 
reported in the US in 2006? 

These statistics will not be affect- 
ed by reactionary laws. The Matthew 
Shepard Act will not change them. It 
will not allow him to celebrate anoth- 
er birthday. Nor will it help to ensure 
that no more children are robbed of 
their birthdays. The best it can hope 
for is to make sure their persecutors 
spend their birthdays in jail. 

We expect schools to teach our 
children about history, math, and 
English and, by extension, about 
society. When they learn about 


Alexander but not Hephaistion, 
about “The Fire Next Time” but not 
Giovanni's Room, about the Seneca 
Falls Convention but not Stonewall, 
they come to understand that het- 
erosexuality is expected, that it is 
normal. And few children wish to 
be abnormal. 

What we need in our schools is 
a curriculum that acknowledges the 
different sexualities and perceptions 
of sexuality that have existed in histo- 
ry. Tell the students about Baldwin’s 
Giovanni's Room and Alexander the 
Great’s Hephaistion. From there, why 
don’t we let the students decide for 
themselves what is “normal”? 

Matthew Shepherd’s attackers 
are serving consecutive life sentences 
in prison, S 1105 might send more 
people to prison with them. But it 
cannot prevent them from commit- 
ting the crimes. Education might. 
And wouldn't that be a better legacy 
to leave Shepard? srac

LENO BILL 

HELPED CONSUMERS 

I would like to correct an inaccuracy 
in your article “Car Trouble,” dated 
Jan. 23, 2008, and correct the record 
on my bill Assembly Bill 2592. The 
article incorrectly states that State 
Sen. Carole Migden’s Senate Bill 1057 
would “[require] rental car companies 
to disclose their total out-the-door 
prices on the phone or the Internet 
and [require] all components of the 
total charge to be clearly itemized 

for consumers.” In fact, this is what 
my AB 2592 did. Sen. Migden’s bill 
would repeal this greater disclosure 
and transparency. The very argument 
that the article seems to make for 
Sen. Migden’s bill and against mine is 
inaccurate and completely reversed. 

AB 2592 enhanced the pricing 
information consumers receive in 
order to make complete comparisons 
by requiring all rental car companies 
to disclose a total out-the-door price 
for the rental via phone or Internet 
and requiring the total charge to be 
itemized. The bill also triggers up to 
$50 million annually in new money 
for tourism promotion, a key industry 
for California and San Francisco. 
This investment of new, non—General 
Fund dollars is projected to create 
hundreds of thousands of jobs, to 
bring billions of dollars to the state, 
resulting in up to $400 million annu- 
ally in increased tax revenue. 

The article correctly states that 
AB 2592 was crafted with input and 
advice from the Consumers Union, 
one of the largest consumer protec- 
tion groups in the nation. AB 2592 
received overwhelming bipartisan 
support, with 68 members of the 
assembly voting in its favor, including 
Sen. Migden. Contrary to her claim 
that the bill was a last-minute “gut 
and amend,” it was not. The bill was 
fully analyzed and reviewed before the 
senator and her colleagues voted for it. 

If the rental car companies in 
question have broken the law, throw 
the book at them. They didn’t, and 
don’t, need this bill to break the law.

I was astonished to read the letter 
from Susan Hirsch saying that “the 
goal of the Playfields Initiative is 

to expand access to and use of city 
parks” [Letters, 1/16/08]. We don’t 
need an initiative or a bond issue 

to expand access to and use of city 
parks. They can start by just unlock- 
ing the playing field at Holly Park so 
somebody — anybody — can have 
access to it. 

We are now entering year 11 of 
the lockdown of the playing field 
at Holly Park.

The Rec and Park Department 
is a rogue, out-of-control department 
that is grotesquely mismanaged (the 
Trust for Public Land did a study 
and found that the SF Rec and Park 
Department was the third-best 
funded department in the country!!). 
It is completely unaccountable and 
contemptuous of the public it is sup- 
posed to serve, and 18 months ago 
the Guardian, rightly, found that it 
was the city’s most hated department. 

The proper vote on Proposition A 
is no. We need to start the reform of 
Rec and Park immediately.

Trial begins 


The Guardian’s lawsuit against 


| the SF Weekly and its chain 


parent finally got under way 
this week with the completion 
of jury selection and opening 
statements. 

At press time on Jan. 29, 
attorneys for both sides were 
presenting the outlines of their 
cases to the jury, with the first 
witnesses beginning to take 
the stand thereafter. 

The Guardian is charging 
that the Weekly sold ads below 
the cost of producing them 
for the purpose of harming 
a locally owned independent 
competitor. Selling any prod- 
uct below cost with the intent 
to harm a competitor is a vio- 
lation of state law. 

Attorneys for the Weekly 
and Village Voice Media, the 
16-paper chain that was.once 
called New Times Media, are 
expected to argue that the 
conduct of the paper was 
perfectly legal and proper 
and that price cutting by its 
ad sales department was 
never intended to harm the 
Guardian. 

However, the Guardian 
lawyers said in their opening 
statement that the Weekly 
has lost money consistently 
for the past 10 years and that 
only infusions of cash from 
the parent company allowed 
it to keep selling at rates that 
would not support a normal 
business concern. That sug- 
gests VVM was willing to sus- 
tain deep losses with the hope 
of crippling the competition.

Clinic cut 


For the third year in a row 
the Workers Compensation 
Clinic at San Francisco General 
Hospital is on Mayor Gavin 
Newsom’s budget chopping 
block. But this year the ax is 
set to fall March 15, fueling 
fears that this time the Board 
of Supervisors won't be able 
to save the clinic with an “add 
back” during the regular bud- 
get process. 

On Dec. 18, 2007, 
Department of Public Health 
director Mitch Katz told the 
Health Commission the DPH is 
over its appropriated funding 
level for fiscal year 2007-08 
and that closing the clinic 
would save $736,453 in FY 
2008-09. Katz’s comments 
came shortly after Newsom 
asked city departments to 
make cuts equal to 8 percent 
of their current General Fund 
support, which means a $28.1 
million cut for the DPH. 

But registered nurse 
Annette Jagers, a case manag- 
er at the clinic, said the facility 
sees 10,000 patients per year, 
many of them city employ- 
ees, and is vitally important 
in helping them navigate the 
workers’ comp system’s com- 
plex bureaucracy. 

“We handle emergency 
and urgent care,” Jagers told 
the Guardian. “We track pat- 
terns of injury and accidents, 
which helps identify problems.

We help employees under- 
stand workers’ comp claims 
and denial of service.” 

But Katz told the Health 
Commission in December 2007 
that the clinic is operating at a 
loss and should close because 
it does not provide a core ser- 
vice to the DPH’s “vulnerable 
populations.” 

Robert Haaland of the 
city employee union, Service 
Employee International Union 
Local 1021, disagrees, and 
he’s not happy that Newsom 
is essentially making unilateral 
cuts outside the normal city 
budget process. 

“Our workers are not 
vulnerable?” Haaland asked. 
“(Closing the clinic] represents 
a depreciation in workers’ 
care.” (Sarah Phelan) 


Veritas: no vino 


North Beach’s festive atmo- 
sphere could be dampened 
by a proposed ordinance that 
would restrict liquor licenses 
for neighborhood businesses. 
The legislation, which 
targets North Beach and 
the Excelsior, was proposed 
by their respective district 
supervisors, Aaron Peskin and 
Gerardo Sandoval.

On the rainy afternoon of Jan. 8,. 
Mayor Gavin Newsom strode 
through the familiar Delancey Street 
Foundation complex’s main courtyard 
—a bodyguard holding his umbrella 
over him — and entered a confer- 
ence room filled with local political 
luminaries just as the taiko drummers 
finished their performance. 

A few hours earlier Newsom had 
taken the oath of office and given his 
second-term inaugural address dur- 
ing a lavish ceremony at City Hall, 
where he told the crowd, “Here in

is often our minor political disagree- 
ments.” But now he joined his fiancée, 
Jennifer Siebel, in the front row of 

a relatively spare ceremony to watch 
District Attorney Kamala Harris take 
her oath of office. : 

Although Newsom and Harris are 
more like political rivals than allies, 
their speeches sounded similar themes 
— accountability, unity, addressing 
systemic problems with common sense 
governance — and were liberal by 
national standards but safely centrist 
by San Francisco’s metric. 

Yet these two top politicians, like 
many others in the Bay Area, have 
cast their lots with two very differ- 
ent national political movements, as

the well-connected crowd was subtly 
reminded when Sen. Dianne Feinstein 
prepared to administer Harris's oath 
of office. 

The choice of Feinstein already 
seemed notable to those who remem- 
bered when she publicly chastised 
Harris for refusing to seek the death 
penalty for a cop killer in 2004. It 
was the old, white, establishment 
stalwart hectoring a rising black star 
from a new generation for a gutsy 
decision to stick with her professed 
progressive values. 

But Feinstein now spoke admir- 
ingly of how women run the District 
Attorney’s Office and Police, 

Fire, and other departments. “San 
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Francisco today is in the hands of 
women. Who would have thought?” 
the former mayor said, extending her 
hopeful assessment to mention that “a 
woman is likely to be our nominee for 
president of the United States.” 

There were murmurs from 
Harris’s corner and an awkwardness 
that hung thick in the air. This was 
because unlike Feinstein, Newsom, 
and most of the powerful establish- 
ment Democrats in San Francisco, 
who have endorsed Hillary Clinton 
for president, Harris was an early 
and high-profile supporter of 
Barack Obama. 

That difference seems especially 
significant to San Francisco progres- 
sives and others who are wary of 
another Clinton returning to the 
White House and excited about the 
upstart candidacy of a younger black 
man who got into politics pounding 
the streets of Chicago as a commu- 
nity organizer. 


Political endorsements are often like 
ideological tea leaves. Sometimes sup- 
port stems from a personal relation- 
ship with the candidate, but usually 

it signals more of a philosophical 
affinity, a desire to either take a 
chance with something new or stick 
with a known quantity, which seems 
to be the case with this presidential 
primary election. 

“Tt boils down to this: are you part 
of the Willie Brown, John Burton 
political machine, in which case you're 
with Hillary, or are you part of the 
free-thinking folks who really want 
to see change?” Board of Supervisors 
president Aaron Peskin — who con- 
siders himself part of the latter group 
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Commission, the Excelsior plan 
had little opposition and was 
endorsed by the commission, 
but the North Beach compo- 
nent proved controversial,.so 
the commission split it off and 
forwarded it on to the Board of 
Supervisors without recommen- 
dation. Both measures will be 
heard soon in the board’s Land 
Use Committee. 

“We want to maintain diver- 
sity in North Beach. The neigh- 
borhood lacks hardware stores 
and shoe shops compared to 20 
years ago,” Peskin told us. 

According to surveys 
conducted by the Telegraph 
Hill Dwellers neighborhood 
association, the number of res- 
taurants with liquor licenses in 
North Beach increased 37 per- 
cent from 1987 to 2007. But 
critics say this legislation isn’t 
the answer. 

“If a restaurant was to go 
out of business, it wouldn’t be 
replaced by something like a 
hardware store. The few retail 
businesses are barely scraping 
by. This plan would only cre- 
ate more empty storefronts,”

Marsha Garland, executive 
director of the North Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, told the 
Guardian. 

Most observers agree that 
escalating rents have caused 
the decline of small merchants 
who once prospered through- 
out North Beach. “There needs 
to be a balance between retail 
and restaurants,” said Vedica 
Puri, president of Telegraph Hill 
Dwellers. 

If the ordinance passes, 
any new restaurant would have 
to rely solely on its food sales, 
even though alcohol constitutes 
30 percent of total restaurant 
revenues, according to a 2005 
report prepared for the Golden 
Gate Restaurant Association. 

“If someone eats some 
pasta, they can’t have a glass of 
wine with it?” Robert DiFranco, 
who has been a North Beach 
restaurateur for more than 
40 years, asked at the hear- 
ing. He has been renovating a 
small restaurant at Columbus 
and Lombard for the past three 
years. “Everybody in the restau- 
rant business knows that beer 
and wine is where we make our 
profit.” (David Carini)

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Setting standards 


San Francisco’s homeless shelters, overdue 
for basic necessities, may be about to change

Toilet paper. First aid kits. Drinking water. 
These are just a few of the essential supplies one 
might expect to find in high-traffic facilities 
owned or paid for by the city that serve more 
than a thousand people per night. 

But San Francisco’s homeless shelters, 
which have been around for about 25 years, have 
repeatedly fallen short of meeting basic stan- 
dards or eyen living up to the policies outlined in 
their city contracts. 

Since 2004, regularly scheduled and surprise 
spot checks conducted by the 13-member Shelter 
Monitoring Committee have turned up a range 
of deplorable and deteriorating conditions in 
regard to cleanliness, nutrition, and humane 
treatment of residents — from bloody shower 
curtains and broken toilet seats to clogged drains 
and kitchen counters cluttered with dirty dishes. 
A survey of health and hygiene conditions 
— from functional sinks to the posting of proper 

_ hand-washing techniques — found that only 6 
of 19 facilities met basic requirements. 

“The Shelter Monitoring Committee makes 
reports to the Rules Committee, and their 
reports about conditions in the shelters were 
very, very disturbing,” Sup. Tom Ammiano told 

-the Guardian. 

To fix that, Ammiano and a cadre of city 
staff, homeless-rights advocates, and Shelter 
Monitoring Committee members are draft- 
ing legislation that would require shelters to 
meet basic standards of care, force compliance 
through $2,500 fines, and formalize a swifter 
complaint process. 

The Health Services Agency last year had 
$69 million to spend on housing and the home- 
less, a portion of which funds nine year-round 
single adult shelters and four family shelters, 
as well as four resource centers where homeless 
people may not find a bed but should be able 
to access other services, like showers, laundry, 
phones, and the shelter reservation system. 

The management of the facilities is con- 
tracted out by the HSA to different nonprofit 
organizations, including some well-known 
national groups like the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society and Episcopal Community Services. 
The Department of Public Health also handles 
two of the contracts. 

Those contracts stipulate a number of poli- 
cies, including providing clients with access to 
electricity for cell phone charging, a guaran- 
teed eight hours of sleep per night, toiletries 
and feminine hygiene products, first aid sup- 

plies, and Spanish translations of printed mate- 
rials; and a mandate to treat all clients with 
“dignity and respect.” 

That doesn’t always happen, and the 
monitoring committee isn’t the only watchdog 
saying so. 


The Coalition on Homelessness has been 
fielding complaints from shelter residents for 
more than 20 years. A recent increase prompted 
it to investigate deeper. In May 2007 the group 
published Shelter Shock, a report based on surveys 
of 215 shelter residents. The findings: 55 percent 
of people reported some kind of physical, sexual, 
or verbal abuse. One-third had no access to 
information in their native language. Thirty-five 
percent had nothing to eat. 

“The Mayor has actually pointed to these 
problems as reasons to close the shelters,” the 
report states. “Responsible bodies — the Board 
of Supervisors and the HSA — have failed to 


take corrective action. There has been a 

silence around shelters, giving the impression 
that shelter residents have been forgotten by the 
administration and the public at large.” 

Mayor Gavin Newsom, in his Jan. 8 inau- 
gural speech, identified chronic homelessness 
and panhandling as high priorities of his second 
term and promised he’d be “redesigning our city 
shelter system so that they are no longer just 
refuges of last resort but spaces where home- 
less San Franciscans can find job training, drug 
treatment, and encouragement they need to exit 
homelessness. We're getting out of the shelter 
business.” At no point did he mention imple- 


_menting shelter health and safety standards. 


James Leonard, a member of the Shelter 
Monitoring Committee who has spent the past 
18 months homeless in San Francisco and San 
Diego, won't stay in the shelters anymore. All 
of his possessions were stolen three times. He 
missed several job interviews because he couldn't 
charge his cell phone. Frustrated, he hit the 
streets again. The Homeless Outreach Team 
found him, officially dubbed him “shelter chal- 
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lenged,” and gave him a stabilization bed, which 
he hopes will eventually transition into a lease in 
a single-room-occupancy hotel. 

He told us the lack of standards contributes 
to the problem of chronic homelessness because 
more people would stay in the shelters, off the 
street, if they were safe and treatment were con- 
sistent from facility to facility. 

“People keep looking at what’s wrong with 
those homeless people and keep skipping over 
what's wrong with those shelters and some of 
those staff members,” he said. “It’s a system set 
up to fail unless it has standards.” 

The issues extend beyond each shelter’s 
four walls. It’s a matter of public health for all 
San Franciscans. “Even if the shelters exist for 
a minute, they have to be healthy and humane,” 
said Dr. Deborah Borne, medical director of 
homeless programs at the HSA’s Tom Waddell 
Health Center. “Because if they aren't, they're a 
danger to themselves and to others.” 


' She cited the example of sitting on a Muni 
bus beside someone whose bag may be carry- 
ing bedbugs. “Everyone in San Francisco is 
affected by the fact that we have health issues 
in the shelters.” 

Borne moved from New York to San 
Francisco about a year and a half ago. On her 
fourth day on the job at Tom Waddell, a resident 
died at Next Door, which houses about 250 
people per night and is one of the city’s largest 
shelters. She said the death was not the fault of 
any specific department, agency, or person, but it 
could have been avoided if some basic health and 
hygiene practices were standard for shelter staff 
and residents. _ 

She brought together several key people, 
secured $300,000 in funding through HSA 
director Trent Rhorer, and launched the 
Shelter Health Initiative, a pilot project that 
included some of the standards that are part 
of Ammiano’s legislation specifically targeting 
health and hygiene. 

Next Door and Hamilton Family Center 
participated, were surveyed on needs, and 


received adequate supplies of things like soap, 
hand towels, sanitizer, and gloves. “Up to the 
date of the training, they still didn’t have avail- 
able the basic equipment required to protect 
themselves,” said Jill Jarvie, a public health nurse 
from Tom Waddell who ran the pilot program. 

It’s not enough to have cases of rubber gloves 
and hand sanitizer. They have to be used, and 
used properly. “Something like a cold virus 
can stay alive for a couple of days,” Jarvie said. 
Close conditions in shelters compound the risk. 
“When you're working in a place that sees 300 
people a day, how you wash your hands can 
really make a difference,” she added. 

- Thorough hand-washing techniques and 
procedures for cleaning up bodily fluids taught 
to staff trickle down to residents, and so far, it’s 
working. According to Jarvie, Next Door has 
reported a decrease in illnesses. “It’s been excit- 
ing to see we can actually do this,” she said. 

The price of the pilot was about $15,000, a cost 
that would fall over time through bulk purchas- 
ing of supplies and as training becomes more 
standardized. Soon public health officials will 
be launching another phase, focused on bedbugs 
and scabies. 

An initial budget analyst’s report, based on 
information provided by the HSA, predicted 
a $6.2 million price tag to fully implement 
standards throughout the city’s shelter system. 
Many say it’s an overinflated estimate based on 
assumptions that need more vetting. 

“We were all stunned by the budget ana- 
lyst’s report,” said Quintin Mecke, secretary of 
the Shelter Monitoring Committee and head 
of its subsidiary work group on the legislation. 
“When you look at some of the assumptions, 
they're just not true.” For example, the HSA 
interpreted security to mean staffing all the 
shelters with full-time guards, when other miti- 
gations like locks and staff training could be 
implemented instead. 

Mecke and the work group believe that 
although there will be hard costs associated with 
the legislation, many are onetime and others 
are simply the price of complying with what's 
supposed to exist already. Ammiano’s aide 
Zach Tuller said, “We expect the cost to come 
in under half a million because HSA claims so 
many of the services are already being provided. 
We're looking to prevent slippage.” 

Dave Curto, head of contract compliance for 
the HSA, said the department agreed with some 
of the legislation and was still talking through 
specifics. He confirmed that policies do exist 
and shelters are provided with training manuals 
to enforce them. 

“T think they are happening,” he said of 
the HSA policies. “That’s why we're a little 
confused.” ‘ 

A list of those policies is included in the 
budget analyst's report, which Mecke said sent 
a conflicting message. “It creates the impression 
that things in the shelter system are other than 
what we found,” he told a recent meeting of the 
standard of care work group, which is redraft- 
ing some of the legislation in preparation for a 
February hearing of the Budget and Finance 
Committee. “We want to be very clear at the 
Board of Supervisors that they don’t come away

and has endorsed Obama — said to 
the Guardian. 

Peskin noted that all of the elect- 
ed officials in San Francisco who got 
their jobs through a Newsom appoint- 
ment — Sups. Sean Elsbernd and 
Michela Alioto-Pier, Assessor Phil 
Ting, and Treasurer José Cisneros 
— have endorsed Clinton, whose 
campaign has been notorious locally 
for pressuring top Democrats to get 
on board. 

“We are the campaign of inspira- 
tion, not obligation,” said Debbie 
Mesloh, a former Harris spokesperson 
now on loan to the Obama campaign. 
“T think people are really tired of 
Bush-Clinton-Bush-Clinton.” 

But Elsbernd — like many other 
Clinton endorsers — played down 
the differences between the top two 
candidates and doesn’t see much sym- 
bolism in the endorsements, although 
he does acknowledge that those who 
prefer to work within the system tend 
to support Clinton, while those “who 
are always pushing the system to go 
further” seem to be backing Obama, 
or John Edwards in some cases. 

“If Sen. Obama or Sen. Clinton 
were on the Board of Supervisors, 
they'd probably be to the right of me,” 
said Elsbernd, whom most observers 
consider the board’s most conservative 
member, later adding, “Whoever wins 
the nomination, San Francisco will be 
heavily supportive of [him or her].” 

But Sup. Chris Daly — who, 
like Peskin and many others, backed 
Edwards four years ago and supports 
Obama this time — thinks an Obama 
victory would be hugely important 
both locally and nationally in terms of 
opening up the Democratic Party and 
the country to new ideas. 

“Hillary Clinton clearly represents 
the establishment, closely aligned to 
the [Democratic Leadership Council], 
and Obama represents a change from 
that. If Obama wins, it would send a 
serious wave of change through the 
Democratic Party and open up oppor- 
tunities for progressives,” Daly told us, 

He also said progressive 
Democrats are “like the redheaded 
stepchildren of the party,” consistently 
marginalized by leaders like Speaker 
of the House Nancy Pelosi, Feinstein, 


and Newsom. Daly said he liked the 
policies and messages of Edwards and 
Dennis Kucinich but identifies with 
Obama's roots as a community orga- 
nizer and feels he’s the best hope for 
change. Daly said an Obama victory 
would “mainstream activist politics, 
which is what I practice.” 

Many Clinton supporters aren't 
afraid of the establishment label, which 
progressives often use as an epithet 
and indicator of a brand of politics 
mired in status quo constructs. 

“To me, that’s one of her 
strengths. She knows how govern- 
ment works and will be ready to 
lead on day one, and if that’s called 
establishment, that’s OK with me,” 
said Laura Spanjian, a vocal Clinton 
campaigner and elected member of 
the San Francisco Democratic County 
Central Committee. 

There are some mainstream can- 
didates who have bucked the norm. 
Sen. Barbara Boxer, who is definitely 
to Feinstein’s left, and Pelosi have 
decided not to endorse any of the 
Democratic primary candidates. And 
Sup. Bevan Dufty, who is often a 
Newsom ally, has endorsed Obama. 

“T truly feel he is unique among 
the candidates as far as being able 
to repair our relationship with the 
rest of the world,” said Dufty, who 
said he identifies with African 
American politics, having been 
raised by a civil rights activist and 
later working for groundbreaking 
Congressperson and presidential 
candidate Shirley Chisholm and 
former mayor Willie Brown. “I think 
Obama is much better situated to 
bring about a new dynamic.” 

Eric Jaye, owner of Storefront 
Political Media and the top consultant 
to Newsom's two successful mayoral 
campaigns, told us, “There’s no doubt 
that prominent endorsers, like Kamala 
Harris for Barack Obama or Gavin 
Newsom for Hillary Clinton, stake 
some political capital in their endorse- 
ments. But I don’t think it matters 
that much.” 

In fact, rather than altering local 
political dynamics or the careers of 
aspiring politicians, Jaye said, the 
split endorsements of local officials 
is positive: “We've hedged our bets, 
so whoever wins is going to love San 
Francisco and our top leaders.” sree 
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with the impression that these things 
exist, because they don't.” 

Ammiano said this is a necessary 
first step toward making the shelters 
more humane, at a time when many 
assume they already are. 

“T think one of the most annoying 
things that I read was C.W. Nevius 


[in the San Francisco Chronicle] taking 
this rather orchestrated Disneyland 
tour with Trent Rhorer and saying 
how wonderful the shelters were and 
then blaming the homeless for not 
wanting to be in them,” Ammiano 
said, “But obviously C.W. Nevius and 
Trent Rhorer have something to wipe 
their ass with.” srec

The fourth floor of San Francisco's 
City Hall feels remote. Dimly lit and 
strangely quiet, it conveys a sense of 
isolation from the powerful people 
who do their work in the lower levels 
of the building. 

Here, in an unremarkable 
conference room, is where the San 
Francisco Peak Oil Preparedness 
Task Force is conducting its second 
meeting. Two of its officers are 
absent, and only one member of the 
public has turned up to participate. 
It is an atmosphere that belies the 
issue’s cataclysmic potential. 

The day’s breaking news head- 
lines of oil reaching $100 per barrel 
for the first time in history is perhaps 
a harbinger of things to come. One 
year earlier the price was $58 per bar- 
rel. This dramatic increase in such 
a short span would devastate econo- 
mies around the world if it continued 
at anywhere Close to that rate. 

Chairperson Jeanne Rosenmeier, 
an articulate, contemplative woman, 
reiterates the task force’s purpose: 
“Our charge is to examine how the 
city is going to handle rising oil 
prices and possible shortages. That is 
what we have been asked to do.” 

The assessment seems like an 
understatement, perhaps suggesting 
that the group is merely looking for 
solutions to how the average citizen 
could function better without an 
automobile. Yet in a society built 
on oil, the consequences of such 
an energy crisis are likely to be far 
more sweeping and problematic than 
merely high gas prices. 

While considering models for 
the study the task force will prepare, 
Rosenmeier points to Portland, Ore.’s 
recently completed peak oil report and 
talks about limiting San Francisco's 
effort to outlining the range of sce- 
narios, from small impacts to large. 
She's reluctant to acknowledge the ~ 
extralarge scenario — massive world- 
wide social unrest and full-scale 
anarchy in the streets of San Francisco 
— which she argues would be harm- 
ful to the group’s focus. 

Jan Lundberg, the task force 
member in charge of “societal func- 
tioning,” politely disagrees. Insightful 
and exuding a sort of deeply 
ingrained experience, Lundberg has 
a goatee and a big mane of blond hair 
that make him look like a Berkeley- 
ish version of billionaire Virgin 
CEO Richard Branson. The resem- 
blance is strangely apt when you 
consider that Lundberg has defected 


from more lucrative ventures. His 


family’s business, the Lundberg 
Survey, has been one of the premier 
oil industry research authorities in 
the world for the past few decades, 
but today Lundberg is volunteering 


his time to the task force. 


“You have to look honestly at 
what we are up against,” Lundberg 
tells the Guardian. “Only then 
can you come up with intelligent 
responses to what is occurring. If it 
is a tsunami coming, then you take 
action for a tsunami.” 

Tt might come as news to most 
San Franciscans that a team of 
seven relatively unknown, politi- 
cally appointed volunteers is hash- 
ing out the hard realities and dire 
implications of a potentially massive 
energy crisis. When the Board of 
Supervisors unanimously passed 
a resolution (with Sup. Michela 
Alioto-Pier absent) in April 2006 to 
acknowledge the looming phenom- 
enon of the global oil supply being 
exceeded by demand, San Francisco 
was the first city in the country to do 
so. It was a precedent that received 
little attention from the media, per- 
haps shrugged off as just another 
wacky resolution steeped in San 
Francisco values. 

For the next 10 months the 
task force will be preparing a study 
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The San Francisco 
Peak Oil Preparedness 
Task Force explores life 
after fossil fuels — 

an era that may be 
coming sooner than 
most people think 


of mitigation measures to be con- 
sidered by the city government for 
implementation into law. Much like 
the phenomenon of peak oil, their 
work will also be best assessed in 
hindsight. For now, some will see 
them as a team of Chicken Littles 
sketching a contingency plan for 
when the sky falls. 

Yet if the scientific insights that 
compelled the Board of Supervisors 
to form the group prove prescient, 
then the report that the task force is 
producing may well be crucial to San 
Francisco's very survival. 


SLIPPERY SLOPE 

Oil has acquired a bad reputation in 
recent years, as if the resource were 

not a fossil fuel found in the earth’s 

crust but a corrupt corporate tycoon 
spurring international conflicts and 


gleefully dismantling the ozone layer. 


Like addicts who blame the sub- 
stance rather than the habit, we have 
come to forget that oil is one of the 
best resources the planet has offered. 
“Oil is amazing stuff. The 20th 
century was basically founded on 
the wonders of petroleum,” explains 


Richard Heinberg, a professor at 
New College of Santa Rosa and 
author of several books, includ- 

ing The Party's Over: Oil, War and 
the Fate of Industrial Societies (New 
Society Publishers, 2003). “Oil is 
very energy dense and can be made 
into an amazing range of chemicals 
and products. Our entire way of life 
is soaked in petroleum,” he says. 

This point tends to get lost in 
the shuffle. It is often forgotten that 
more than just powering our cars, 
petroleum is deeply woven into the 
fabric of our daily lives. Adding up 
to a global consumption rate of about 
86 million barrels per day, oil plays a 
starring role in agriculture, industry, 
infrastructure, and transportation. 

Tt heats our homes, paves our roads, 
and grows our food. 

So what happens when the global 
demand for oil begins to outpace the 
supply? That’s the peak oil question. 

“Peak oil is not theoretical. 
Everyone knows that oil is a non- 
renewable resource,” Heinberg 
explains, “so at some point our ability 
to continue increasing the supply will 


cease. Everyone knows that it will 
“happen. It is just a matter of when.” 

Peak oil is inherently a geologi- 
cal concept, formulated by renowned 
geophysicist Marion King Hubbert. 
In 1956, as a researcher for Shell 
Oil, Hubbert presented his theory to 
the American Petroleum Institute, 
claiming that the oil output in the 
mainland United States would 
peak in the late 1960s or early ’70s. 
Though dismissed by his colleagues 
at the time, Hubbert was vindicated 
when US oil production peaked in 
1970 and the nation became forever 
dependent on foreign sources of 
petroleum to meet its energy needs. 

Hubbert had explained that the 
production of any petroleum reserve 
— a single oil well, a particular 
country, or even the entire planet 
— follows a similar bell-shaped curve 
(now referred to as the Hubbert 
curve). The logic is that as the sup- 
ply is first tapped, there is a steady 
increase of oil output that ascends to 
a peak (or plateau), which represents 
the maximum amount of oil that will 
ever be produced from the designated 
source. As production descends the 
other side of the curve, the supply is 
not exhausted, but future yields will 
always be lower and more expensive 
to obtain. 

For the past 10 years — as the 
price of crude oil has gone from $12 
to $100 per barrel on the world mar- 
ket — scientists, geologists, petro- 
leum experts, and concerned citizens 
have increasingly pondered the point 
at which the global oil supply will not 
only begin to wane but fail to keep 
up with surging demand. 

Proponents of preparing for the 
impending peak in worldwide petro- 
leum output often cite the steady 
decline of major oil field discoveries 
since the 1960s and the alarming 
number of oil-producing countries 
that have already hit their peaks. 
Considering the widespread role 
petroleum plays in the general day- 
to-day functioning of our society, an 
impending decline in overall global 
production is — to put it mildly 
— severely worrying. 

“People assume that the other 
side of the peak will be an orderly 
transition,” Lundberg tells us, “but 
we have no other experience to com- 
pare it to.” 

In 2005 the United States 
Department of Energy completed 
a study it had commissioned on 
the topic of worldwide petroleum 
depletion titled Peaking of World Oil 
Production: Impacts, Mitigation, and 
Risk Management. Popularly known 
as the Hirsch Report (for principal 
author Robert Hirsch), the study 
consulted a wide range of scientific 
and oil industry experts. 

It painted a startling portrait: 
“The peaking of world oil production 


presents the U.S. and the world with 
an unprecedented risk management 
problem. As peaking is approached, 
liquid fuel prices and price volatil- 
ity will increase dramatically, and, 
without timely mitigation, the eco- 
nomic, social, and political costs will 
be unprecedented. Viable mitigation 
options exist on both the supply and 
demand sides, but to have substantial 
impact, they must be initiated more 
than a decade in advance of peaking.” 

“Tt is one of the most impor- 
tant government reports of the last 
half century,” Heinberg explains, 
“because it clearly indicates that this 
global event of peak oil is going to 
change everything.” 

Unfortunately, the Hirsch 
Report has been mostly ignored 
by Congress, the George W. Bush 
administration, and the DOE itself 
(which did not even publish the study 
for more than a year after its comple- 
tion). However, the most troublesome 
aspect of the report is the fact that a 
sizable selection of the scientists and 
activists concerned with the topic 
believe that we've already hit the 
peak. They believe peak oil is hap- 
pening right now. 


PITCHING THE PEAK 

“Most people in this country are 
energy illiterate,” David Fridley says. 
“We can't substitute millions of years 
of fossil fuels with something that 
we can manufacture in a factory, like 
biofuels. So most people don’t get 
this sense of anxiety about the situa- 
tion we're in.” 

Fridley knows a fair amount 
about energy. Currently a staff 
scientist leading the China Energy 
Group of the Lawrence Berkeley 
National Laboratory, he has spent 
a large portion of his career work- 
ing in the Asian oil industry. His 
deep concern over the implications 
of peak oil incited him to play a 
key role in the formation of San 
Francisco's task force. 

“Having spent a year just think- 
ing about this on my own,” Fridley 
tells us, “and everyone around me 
telling me I was nuts, I decided to 
join a local group where I could at 
least meet up with others and see if 
we might educate people rather than 
just talking amongst ourselves.” 

In 2005, Fridley met Dennis 
Brumm — a veteran San Francisco 
activist with an address book contain- 
ing an A-list of the city’s prime politi- 
cal players — who was looking to 
raise the city’s awareness of the issue. 

Together with local activ- 
ists Jennifer Bresee and Allyse 
Heartwell, they set their sights on 
bringing the issue of peak oil before 
the Board of Supervisors. 

“Tommi Avicolli Mecca of the 
Housing Rights Committee is a 
friend of mine,” Brumm explains, 


“so I invited him over to my house 
one night and had him discuss with 
us the personalities and quirks of the 
supervisors and their aides.” 

Having charted the terrain, 
Brumm’s small group soon began 
spending its Thursdays and Fridays 
for the next six months lobbying the 
supervisors at City Hall. When tech- 
nical questions were asked, the group 
referred to Fridley’s decades-long 
experience in the industry for expert 
scientific analysis. 

In April 2006, with backing 
from District 5 Sup. Ross Mirkarimi 
and District 1 Sup. Jake McGoldrick, 
the board passed Resolution Number 
224, recognizing “the challenge 
of Peak Oil and the need for San

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“Tt is going to be a globally his- 
toric event,” Lundberg says.

Although ominous in its 
predictions, Lundberg’s perspec- 
tive is based on a long road of 
experience. While he ran the 
Lundberg Survey with his father 
in the 1970s, their widely read 
insider journal for the oil indus- 
try predicted the second great oil 
shock of the decade (in 1979). In 
the mid-1980s he moved on from 
the family business to form the 
Sustainable Energy Institute non- 
profit in Washington DC, a move 
USA Today marked with the head- 
line “Lundberg Goes Green.” 


what we are being asked to address: 
the transition from business as usual.” 
An accountant by trade and 
a longtime Green Party activist, 
Rosenmeier ran for state treasurer 
in 2002, garnering about 350,000 
votes. Setting an ambitious pace 
for her contribution to the report, 
she recently met with the Mayor's 
Office of Economic and Workforce 
Development to request an analysis 
of how oil prices are related to the 
orientation of San Francisco’s econo- 
my. For this reason, she appears less 
concerned with predictions than with 
producing a heavily researched and 
well-structured report. 
“T have a very strong vision 
of what I want the report to look 


to delve into worst-case scenarios that could involve massive social unrest. 
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Francisco to prepare a plan of 
response and preparation.” 

For Fridley, the resolution and 
the formation of the task force were 
matters of appropriate preparation. 
“We have two oil tankers come under 
the Golden Gate every day to fill up 
the local refinery tanks to produce 
the fuels that keep the Bay Area run- 
ning,” he says. “What would happen 
if those tankers don’t come in? Or 
they don’t come for a week? The city 
has no plan for that, but we have the 
ability to be better prepared.” 


HALF EMPTY OR HALF FULL? 
When discussing the phenomenon 
of peak oil, Lundberg prefers to use 
the term perro collapse. It is a turn of 
phrase that quickly provides insight 
into his considerable sense of alarm 
for the days ahead. 


As suggested by the title of the 
online magazine he currently edits 
— Culture Change — Lundberg has 
come to view the peak oil phenom- 
enon as being primarily an issue of 
the American consumer lifestyle. 

“We have this crazy way of life 
based on limited resources that are 
clearly becoming constrained,” he 
says, “and we're holding on to yester- 
day's affluence without realizing that 
we have already walked off the cliff.” 

Chairperson Rosenmeier, one 
of Lundberg’s colleagues on the task 
force, is wary that such an explicitly 
bleak viewpoint may scare public 
attention away from the matter. 

“You have to be careful with peak 
oil that you don’t immediately leap to 
‘We're all doomed and our economy 
is doomed,” she says. “I think there 
is an intermediate phase, which is 


like,” Rosenmeier says. “I want us 
to have a uniformity and a more 
quantitative approach. I do not 
want to address the disintegration 
of our society.” 

The disparity between the 
views of Lundberg and Rosenmeier 
reflects the vast spectrum of opin- 
ions on how peak oil will manifest, 
although the extremes go well 
beyond them: some call peak oil a 
liberal hoax, while others have con- 
verted all of their assets to gold and 
prepared well-stocked and well- 
armed bunkers where they can ride 
out the social and economic storm. 

The Web site LifeAfterTheOil 
Crash.net is now getting as many as 
23,000 hits per day. Creator Matt 
Savinar, a graduate of the University 
of California Hastings College of the 
Law; abandoned his law career as a 


futile concern when compared to the 
implications of peak oil. 

“Tt is pretty simple,” Savinar tells 
us. “What do you think is going 
to happen when the oil-exporting 
countries like Russia, Venezuela, and 
Iran say, “We cannot export any more 
because we need to keep it for our 
own people’? The US will react by 
starting a war.” 

Although Savinar gravitates 
toward the most drastic of peak oil’s 
potential implications, his concerns 
are shared by some high-profile 
figures. Rep. Roscoe Bartlett (R- 
Mad.), who has started the small 
but significant Peak Oil Caucus 
in Congress, has quoted Savinar’s 
work in congressional session, while 
billionaire Richard Rainwater told 
Fortune magazine he regularly reads 
Savinar’s site. 

‘Pessimistic about the prospect 
of mitigating the effects of peak oil, 
Savinar characterizes the efforts 
of the San Francisco Peak Oil 
Preparedness Task Force as “throw- 
ing a wet rag at a forest fire.” In 
swinging to the opposite end of the 
spectrum, the vast chasm between 
opinions on the matter manifests 
more clearly. Peter Jackson, the 
senior director of oil industry activity 
for the Cambridge Energy Research 
Associates, recently published the 
results of an in-depth analysis of 
more than 800 oil fields worldwide, 
concluding that the declining output 
rate of established fields is about half 
as low as originally expected. 

“T think the danger of a peak [in 
global oil production] in the short 
term is minimal,” Jackson tells the 
Guardian. “T think there are plenty 
of new developments on the books of 
oil companies, and the prospects for 
growth are good.” 

While Jackson acknowledges that 
at some point in the future it will 
be difficult to increase production, 
his optimistic viewpoint of the cur- 
rent situation helps to flesh out the 
dynamics of the overall discussion. 
As Heinberg explains it, “The debate 
really is between the near-peak and 
the far-peak viewpoints.” 

Yet even as Jackson attracts the 
ire of near-peak proponents such as 
Heinberg, he still acknowledges the 
need for swift preparation efforts. 
“There is still time to think about 
these issues and plan for the future,” 
Jackson says. “But the sooner we do 
that the better.” 


EATING OIL, GROWING FUEL 
Toward the end of the task force's 
most recent meeting, the group dis- 
cusses the city’s potential options for 
producing its own food supply. As 
Lundberg points out some of the par- 
ticulars for pulling up pavement to 
plant crops, the exchange seems like 
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an excerpt from Ernest Callenbach’s 
novel Ecotopia (Bantam, 1990). 

“Streets cannot be pulled up as 
easily as driveways or parking lots,” 
Lundberg explains. “There is soil 
immediately below a concrete drive- 
way, whereas the earth beneath a 
street is much farther down.” 

This talk of tearing up asphalt to 
transform the city’s urban landscape 
into a viable agricultural venture may 
seem strange, until one considers 
how overreliant modern agribusiness 
has become on cheap fossil fuels. 

“About one-fifth of all the petro- 
leum we use goes into some part of 
our agriculture system,” explains 
Jason Mark, the task force member 
focusing on the city’s food supply. 
“Whether that is through transporta- 
tion and shipping, tractors anid:farm 
machinery, or thé:making of syn-- 
thetic fertilizers and pesticides — it 
all demands oil.” 

Mark notes that the average 
American meal travels an estimated 
1,500 miles from the farm to the din- 
ner table, a startling figure that can 
be partly attributed to federal policies 
like the North American Free Trade 
Agreement that have encouraged 
export crops rather than diversified 
farming for local consumption. 

“There is no way that San 
Francisco is going to feed itself in the 
short term,” Rosenmeier says. “Food 
is going to be a gigantic issue.” 

In a larger sense, it already is. 
This past December the Food and 
Agricultural Organization of the 
United Nations urged governments 
to take immediate steps to mitigate 
“dramatic food price increases” 
worldwide. Meanwhile, a recent 
cover story in the New York Times (“A 
New, Global Quandry: Costly Fuel 
Means Costly Calories,” 1/19/08) 
cited “food riots” in more than half 
a dozen countries and asserted, 
“Soaring fuel prices have altered the 
equation for growing food and trans- 
porting it around the world.” 

In the US, the Department of 
Labor’s Consumer Price Index cited 
a 5.6 percent increase of national 
grocery store prices in 2007, echoing 
sizable domestic price spikes in milk, 
corn, and wheat supplies. 

“Tn a situation where you have 
sharp increases in the price of fos- 
sil fuels, you are going to see spikes 
in the costs and perhaps even the 
availability of food,” explains Jason 
Mark, a former employee of Global 
Exchange and a graduate of the 
University of California at Santa 
Cruz’s renowned ecological horticul- 
ture program. 

Mark now splits his time 
between editing the environmental

In the event of sudden petroleum shortages, 
how do the alternatives stack up? 


Ethanol: The Republican choice for weaning the nation off oil is a lucrative 
venture for red state constituents in the Midwest. However, the draw- 
backs are numerous. Corn ethanol requires almost as much oil energy to 
produce as it is meant to replace. Furthermore, it will require 4.8 billion 

— yes, billion — acres of corn to match the world’s current rate of annual 
oil consumption. 2 

Hydrogen fuel cells: Touted by conservatives as some kind of miracle 
fuel because its tailpipe by-product is simply water vapor, hydrogen is a 
long way from being a viable fuel for cars, if that’s even possible. It takes 
even more energy to produce than ethanol and can explode in collisions. 

_ Nuclear: Expensive and unpopular, nuclear power faces numerous 
logistical hurdles (particularly safety and long-term waste storage) that 
make it infeasible in the short and middle terms. 

Natural gas: A major source of current United States energy con- 
sumption (25 percent nationally), natural gas is extremely difficult to ship, 
making importation from far-off sources impractical. Its supplies are run- 
ning low in the US, and this nonrenewable fossil fuel is likely to parallel oil 
in its decline. 

Wind: This clean power source is being quickly developed around the 
world as a major generator of electricity. Currently in the US, it accounts 
for about 1 percent of domestic electricity production, so offsetting the 
loss of fossil fuel plants would require a massive commitment. Downsides 
include the danger to migrating birds and the fact that sometimes the wind 
doesn’t blow. 

Solar: This is Marion King Hubbert’s choice for replacing fossil fuels. It 
is.a renewable generator of electricity, yet the shortcomings so far have 
been with finding more efficient and less toxic battery technology to store 
it. But improving research and strong consumer demand for solar panels 


point to a promising future. (Russo) 


comanaging Alemany Farms. In his 
task force research, Mark plans to 
focus on two key challenges: increas- 
ing food production within San 
Francisco and improving both pro- 
duction in and distribution from the 
farms in the Bay Area. 

“The city is pretty lucky because 
we are surrounded by all of-this 
incredibly productive agricultural 
land,” Mark explains. “If you were 
to draw a 100-mile radius around 
Potrero Hill, you could still have a 
pretty amazing diet.” 

Of course, the situation is far 
from simplistic. Climate change has 
proven to be a wild card in the equa- 
tion, periodically negating depend- 
able food supplies. Most recently, the 
entire Australian wheat crop collapsed 
due to a massive drought, affecting 
food imports around the world. 

Less noticeable, though equally 
problematic, is the strain that biofu- 
els are putting on food supplies. As 
increases in oil prices are stimulating 
demands for alternatives, govern- 
ments must decide whether crops 
should be used as food or fuel. 

“Increasing our production of 
ethanol or biodiesel means direct 
competition with the food supply,” 
Heinberg says. “In other words, we 
may see millions of people around 
the world going hungry so that a 
small percentage of the population 
can continue to drive their cars.” 

While such factors translate 
into a predicament as delicate as it 


is complex, Mark manages to elude 
pessimism. “I’m not one of these 
apocalyptic fetishists inciting for 
some sort of Mad Max scenario,” he 
explains. “[The task force] is going 
to come out with a document that, 
although cautionary in scope, will be 
really optimistic about how SF can 
exist as an oil-free city.” 


GLOBAL WARNING 

Amid a vast disparity of opinions 

from scientists and industry experts 

expounding both sides of the 

debate, the San Francisco Peak Oil 

Preparedness-Task Force plans to 

release its final report in October. 
As with the issue of climate 

change almost two decades ago, 

the task force members face a long 

climb toward making an impression 

on an American population that has 

shown considerable reluctance to 


- alter its lifestyles. 


And while the deliberation over 
the onset of peak oil is likely to see 
little decline among skyrocketing 
energy costs and increasing geopoliti- 
cal hostilities, the underlying truth 
may already be far less complicated. 

“The era of cheap oil is over,” 
Lundberg says. “Period.” srac

TECHSPLOITATION Say what 
you want about 
Google being an 
evil corporate over- 
lord that steals all 
of your private data, 
turns it into info- 
mulch, and then injects it into the 
technoslaves to keep them drugged 
and helpless. There are still some 
good things about the company. 
For example, Google’s IM pro- 
gram, Google Talk, sends you a 
warning message alerting you when 
the person on the other end of your 
chat is recording your chat session. 

Just the other day I was 
chatting with somebody about 
something slightly personal and 
noticed that she’d suddenly turned 
on Record for our chat. I knew 
everything I was saying was being 
logged and filed in her Gmail. In 
this case I wasn’t too concerned. 
For one thing, I wasn’t saying 
anything I’d regret seeing in print. 
I’m used to the idea that anything 
I say on chat might be recorded 
and logged. 

What was different about this 
experience was that Google warned 
me first — told me point-blank 
that I was basically under surveil- 
lance from the Google server, 
which would automatically log and 
save that conversation. I appreci- 
ated that. It meant I could opt out 
of the conversation and preserve 
my privacy. It also meant that other 
people using Gtalk, who might 
not have had the expectation that 
all of their chat sessions might be 
recorded, would be enlightened. 

It also reminded me forcefully 
that Google is a far more polite 
and privacy-concerned evil overlord 
than the United States government. 

Right now members of 
Congress are trying to pass a law 
that would grant immunity to large 
telcos like AT&T that have been 
spying on their customers’ private 
phone conversations and passing 
along what they've learned to the 
National Security Agency. The law, 
called the Protect America Act, 
would allow telephone and Internet 
providers to hand over all private 
data on their networks to the gov- 
ernment — without notifying their 
customers and without any court 
supervision of what amounts to 
mass wiretapping. 


Last year the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation sued 
AT&T for violating the Fourth 
Amendment when a whistle-blower 
at AT&T revealed that the com- 
pany was handing over private 
information to the NSA without 
warrants. That case has been work- 
ing its way through the courts, and 
making some headway; in fact, it 
was starting to look like AT&T 
would be forced to pay damages 
to its customers for violating their 
rights. But the Protect America 
Act would stop this court case in 
its tracks by granting retroactive 
immunity to AT&T and any other 
company that spied on people for 
the NSA without warrants. 

The whole situation is insane. 
First, it’s outrageous that telcos 
would illegally hand over their 
private customer data to the gov- 
ernment. And second, it’s even 
more outrageous that when its 
scheme was discovered, the gov- 
ernment tried to pass a law mak- 
ing it retroactively legal for AT&T 
to have broken one of the most 
fundamental of our civil rights: 
protection of our private data from 
the government. 

Imagine what would happen if 
the phone and Internet systems in 
our country had the same warn- 
ings on them that Gtalk has. Every 
time you picked up the phone to 
make a call or logged on to the 
Internet, you'd get a helpful little 
message: “Warning: the govern- 
ment is recording everything that 
you are saying and doing right 
now.” Holy crap. 

The good news is that it’s not 
too late. The Protect America Act 
must pass both houses of Congress 
to become law, so you can still alert 
your local congress critters in the 
House that you don’t want retroac- 
tive immunity for telcos that are 
logging your private conversations 
for the NSA. Find out more at 
stopthespying.org. 

And remember, everything you 
say and do is being logged. This 
polite message has been brought to 
you by the surveillance state. srec

The opening scene in a tragically 
forgotten 1968 swinging-London 
artifact called The Touchables 
— released stateside to universal 
catcalls — had four model- 
gorgeous “birds” breaking into 
an off-hours Madame Tussaud’s. 
Goal: stealing the object of their 
desire, a wax dummy of Michael 
Caine. This proves too fleet a 
diversion — the glamorous gang 
are soon off to their next plot- 
dominating caper, hijacking a 
handsome pop star to a country- 
side inflatable plastic pleasure 
dome for extended go-go danc- 
ing and S-M games. But it does 
make the point that in 1968, 
Michael Caine was a huge pop 
icon. And not just in the United 
Kingdom but also in the United 
States, where Beatlemania had 
temporarily made all things Brit 
— Twiggy, Tom Jones, even 
Herman’s Hermits — automati- 
cally crushworthy. 

We'd certainly emulated 
and admired England all along, 
after that unpleasant colonial+ 
separation business. But in the 
’60s it was no longer a matter of 
aristocracy envy. Suddenly the 


Mick Jaggers and the Lulus and 
so forth made being working- 
class British cute and desirable 
and ever so “now.” Caine was 
the first Cockney sex symbol 

— which made him a celebrity 
in America but a downright cul- 
tural sensation at home. 

The Mechanics’ Institute’s 
February “Raising Caine” series 
revisits some of his defining roles, 
though only one ventures past 
1972. The first selection, 1966’s 
Alfie, was his breakthrough. 
Casting him as a rascally ladies’ 
man who strings along women 
(from Jane Asher to Shelley 
Winters) while entertaining us 
with direct-camera-address com- 
mentary, it both celebrated the 
sexual revolution and delivered a 
reassuring moral spank-down. 

Caine had earlier made a 
major impression in 1965’s The 
Ipcress Files as Len Deighton’s spy 
hero Harry Palmer, a scruffier, 
less impenetrably sophisticated 
alternative to Sean Connery’s 
James Bond. The movie's sequel, 
1966's Funeral in Berlin, is second 
in the Mechanics’ retrospective. 
(The third Caine-as-Palmer fea-

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ture, 1967’s Billion Dollar Brain, 
surrendered to Bond-style fantasy 
excess and a surprisingly prescient 
anti-Yank imperialism. Recently 
released to DVD after decades of 
difficult access, it’s worth a look.) 

The resulting fad was weird 
but laudable: Caine landed on the 
average side of handsome (com- 
plete with spectacles), had bad 
hair, and spoke like a mensch. 
(Memorable quotes include “I’m 
the original bourgeois nightmare 
— a Cockney with intelligence 
and a million dollars.”) When 
Connery ditched Bond, he had to 
prove himself as an actor. When 
the Palmer films and A/fie and 
such were finished, Caine just 
kept working — sometimes bril- 
liantly but often indiscriminately, 
in movies that could only have 
dangled as lure the money he 
admitted was a deciding factor. 
The good ones include 1971’s Get 
Carter and Sleuth (which com- 
plete the Mechanics’ series along 
with the 1983 translation from 
the stage Educating Rita), John 
Huston’s 1975 Rudyard Kipling 
adventure The Man Who Would 
Be King, and Woody Allen’s 1986 
Hannah and Her Sisters (for which 
Caine won his first Supporting 
Actor Oscar). 

The bad ones? For starters, 
twin Irving Allen “disasters” 
The Swarm (1978) and Beyond 
the Poseidon Adventure (1979). 


. Not to mention 1987's Jaws: 


The Revenge, 1992’s The Muppet 
Christmas Carol ... need more be 
said? Only that Caine has his 
cited On Deadly Ground (1994) 
costar Steven Seagal as the only 
person he’d never work with 


again. (Good choice!) Caine (it’s 
“Sir Michael” now, which he 
must find hilarious) hasn’t lost 

his touch, though. As an aged 
Cockney hustler in 1998's Little 
Voice, he gives a climatic rendi- 
tion of “It’s Over” that is the most 
lacerating deliberate bad singing 
this side of Jennifer Jason Leigh 
in Georgia (1995). He was superb 
handling the more sentimental 
aspects of 1999’s The Cider House 
Rules (winning a second Oscar), in 
the underseen Brit ensemble clas- 
sic Last Orders (2001), as the true 
protagonist of 2002’s The Quiet 
American, and as one brainy hold- 
out amid the Orwellian future of 
Children of Men (2006). 

So is he more served or sub- 
servient playing butler to Batman? 
(I'd say the former.) Caine is an 
excellent actor who always admit- 
ted that selling out was part and 
parcel of the trade. Sex symbol 
then, willing tool now (and also 
then), he never blew pompous 
public wind or truly embarrassed 
himself onscreen, even when the 
films embarrassed themselves. He 
once said, with bracing honesty, 
“You get paid the same for a bad 
film as you do for a good one.” 
Either way, he earns the check.

Slim’s slimed

SONIC REDUCER There are 
eight jillion stories 
in the naked, 
nervous-Naughties 
city, and one of the 
increasingly com- 
mon tales is that of 
the wannabe slicker who 
lays out that down payment for a 
little piece of gritty ’n’ shitty, gor- 
geous ’n’ porous, wild ’n’ wooly San 
Francisco. And then supposed slick 
realizes, “Hey, I’m tired of stepping 
over panhandlers, looking for park- 
ing, and listening to car alarms, 
building fans, BART musicians, 
construction blare; and city hubbub 
in general.” Translation: “I actu- 
ally want to live in Concord, San 
Carlos, or Corte Madera.” So the 
square spoiler in this happily unho- | 
ly round hole of a town decides to 
wreck things for everyone. 

That sort of inane, fish-outta- 
water resolve is, unfortunately, 
threatening Slim’s, the linchpin of 
the 11th Street-SoMa club scene 
since chart topper Boz Scaggs first 
opened the respected nightspot 
two decades ago, the site of many 
a memorable night of music and a 
venue that, legend has it, bands like 


Built to Spill have pledged their 
loyalty to because of its dedica- 
tion to stellar sound. One of Slim’s 
neighbors tipped me off last month 
that the hall — which has consis- 
tently passed all sound tests con- 
ducted by the city’s Entertainment 
Commission — was being besieged 
weekly by a lone complainer liv- 
ing in Juniper Alley. All of this 
came to a head in December 2007 
when the accuser ordered citizen’s 
arrests of two of Slim’s night man- 
agers on three occasions — after, 
Entertainment Commission industry 
representative Terrance Alan says, 
police refused to issue noise- 
violation citations of their own 
because they couldn’t hear any 
violating sound issuing from Slim's. 
The arrests have led the Department 
of Alcohol Beverage Control to 
bring an enforcement action against 
Slim’s liquor license, which may 
close the club for 15 to 25 days 
after an April hearing. 

“She has been threatening to 
do this for a while,” Slim’s co- 
owner Dawn Holliday told me. 
The complaining neighbor and her 
partner have been registering noise 
complaints for the past two years, 
Holliday added, though no other 
neighbors have complained, and in 
2000 all of the area’s condo and live- 


work residents signed a deed restric- 
tion making it clear that the district 
is a mixed-use neighborhood subject 
to noise, odors, and other indus- 
trial activities 24-7. Nonetheless, 
Holliday continued, “she calls the 
police on average four nights a week. 
The Entertainment Commission 
has gone into their house and done 
readings in the house, done readings 
out in front of house, and we 

do readings in front of their house 
every night with a decibel meter on 
the most sensitive reading you can 
get, and we are always compliant. 

It didn’t satisfy them.” 

One of the charges against a 
Slim’s manager was dismissed, but 
both staffers are still due to go to 
court for the two arrests in February 
and March. “I’m hoping they let 
these kids off,” Holliday said. “I’ve 
gone to [San Francisco Police 
Department’s] Southern Station and 
asked them to wait for me to come 
over or Boz to come over and arrest 
us. It’s not fair that employees get 
arrested. We're the two owners that 
live the closest, and both of us would 
take tickets before our employees.” 

Holliday is confident — after 
going into mediation, consulting 
with sound guru Charles Salter, and 


“taking actions like installing a new 


insulated roof and a special four- 
tiered back door — that a resolution 
is possible. Still, the idea that one 


sour grape can pull down another 
great venue is troubling. “This is a 
situation where you can see how the 
system, which was designed to have 
respect for all the citizenry, can be 
used by this vexed complainer,” Alan 
said. “They've created this history 
of complaints based only on their 
complaints. It’s going to cost Slim’s a 
lot of money and cost their managers 
a lot of sleepless nights, who want 
to go on and have a life. And they 
won't be able to if they are found 
criminally liable for this. Imagine, 
you're just doing your job ...” 

And hey, that’s another reason 


why so many of us come to this cow 


town in the first place: to work and 
to cozy up closer to that golden cow 
pumping pomegranatinis, the rau- 
cous crafters of musical ambrosia, et 
al. Fess up: you didn’t move to SF 
to feel good about driving a Prius 
or down Starbucks. What you can't 
find regularly in Concord or Corte 
Madera — and what so many of us 
continue to crave — is that non- 
government-regulated minimum 
requirement of fun: loud, smelly, 
still safe, inconvenient, sprinkled 
with homeless parking valets, and 
still unlike anything you'll get in 
the sticks. src

Ethan Miller has plenty to holler 
about: HR’s superfine new LP, 
Magnificent Fiend, will be released 
March 4 on SF’s Birdman label 
and HR’s new imprint, Columbia 
Records cohoncho Rick Rubin’s 
American Recordings.

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Digging the new-old roots 


The Carolina Chocolate Drops take black 
string-band music back to the mountaintop

Yodeling is African? Well, one could 
certainly trace the practice from 

the Ituri of the Congolese rainfor- 
est, described as the first people by 
ancient Egyptian chroniclers, to 
country icons such as Jimmie Rodgers 
— who, incidentally, recorded with 
Louis Armstrong — but also to 
less-explored sonic shores like James 
Brown's iconic scream or Marvin 
Gaye's version limning his legendary 
1970s LP cycle. However, if this is 
too far a leap for you to make, the 
Carolina Chocolate Drops’ appear- 
ance as part of the San Francisco 
Bluegrass and Old-Time Festival 
might be a bit of a head-scratcher. 
The Chocolate Drops — Dom 
Flemons, Rhiannon Giddens, and 
Justin Robinson — don't straight-up 
yodel, but their harmonies and banjo- 
and-fiddle-anchored instrumentation 
reach back not only to the halcyon 
days when Africans in America 
entertained themselves at fiddle- 
scored frolics but all the way to the 
griot tradition of Western Sudan. 

To be sure, the Durham, NC, 
band — yes, their moniker invokes 
the Tennessee Chocolate Drops 
and Mississippi Mud Steppers of 
yore — is neither superurban nor 
contemporary. Its members play 
strictly prewar African American 
string-band repertoire, as evidenced 
by their current release, Dona Got a 
Ramblin’ Mind (Music Maker): see 
“Tom Dula,” “Ol’ Corn Likker,” 


and yep, the ever-contested “Dixie.” 
Still, being young, hip children of 
the postdesegregation era, the trio 
have a musical expression and an 
aesthetic that are informed as much 
by the hybridity and daring of the 
1960s and ’70s golden age of black 
rock and psychedelic soul as by clas- 
sic country and western and ethno- 
graphic studies of the genre’s African 
antecedents. If only by pursuing their 
dusky twang muse in reaction to the 
deplorable, moribund state of today’s 
urban music, these Drops live in a 
world that differs from that of their 
1920s and ’30s predecessors chiefly 
in that (a) the wages of desegrega- 
tion include black audiences’ will to 
eschew arts reminiscent of their past 
of bondage and hard times and 

(b) the dominant society’s prevail- 
ing and most popular stereotype 

of blackness has an inner-city face 
— “Makes me wanna holler!” — 
that rejects any other ways of being 
or seeing. 

Some of my colleagues — and 
doubtless myself — have been 
obliquely accused of holding up 
emerging progressive black artists on 
the rock scene and satellites such as 
the Drops as examples of uplift and 
enshrining their hard work beneath 
a welter of sociological wankery 
stretching back into the prewar mists 
of time to Talented Tenth big daddy 
W.E.B. DuBois. Yet if some of that 
giddiness at Afro-futurist striving is 
sloughed off, there remains the cen- 
tral, inescapable fact that in much of 
the West, rock is still seen as “black

music played by white people” and 
country is this nation’s most racially 
separatist genre. 

Much was made this past fall of 
Rissi Palmer’s Bil/board debut with 
“Country Girl,” since it was the 
first such charting by an African 
American in the two decades after 
the long-forgotten Dona Mason's 
fleeting dent with “Green Eyes 
(Cryin’ Those Blue Tears).” Critics 
worked overtime to display color- 
blind bona fides, bending themselves 
over backward in the attempt to 
downplay the role of race in Palmer’s 
ascent and note the singularity of 
the event while also sugarcoating 
their general consensus on the disc’s 
mediocrity. Personally, I wish Sister 
Palmer much success and far better 
material plus production, but what 
struck me most was the cover of 
her eponymous release. Only a 
sliver of Palmer’s brown face is to 
be seen, the overabundance of russet 
curls perhaps meant as commerce- 


inducing allusion to the Great Reba. 
It’s certainly baffling that 42 years 
since Charley Pride’s debut was 
released sans artist photo, one still 
has to mince around difference. 

The Carolina Chocolate Drops 
have more to overcome, seeing as they 
play an earlier, unplugged form of 
twang that’s light-years away from not 
only the patriotic-pandering, reheated 
Southern boogie and suburban soc- 
cer mom—and-sippy cup sentiments 
of mainstream Nashville but also the 
ambitious incursions of Palmer and 
Cowboy Troy and the recent blue- 
grass syncretism of Merle Haggard 
and. Alison Krauss and Robert Plant. 
Now sharing management with fel- 
low Carolinians the Avett Brothers, 
the Drops are garnering just acclaim 
from roots-friendly media and mak- 
ing fruitful incursions into important 
arenas, like the annual MerleFest. 
Yes, the trio are benefiting from both 
the breakdown of a music industry in 
turmoil that’s reliant on streams from

independents and a more reflective 
moment among media and listeners 
who have come of age in an era 

of omnivorous multiculturalism. 
And let us not discount the Drops’ 
sheer talent and charm. 

Nevertheless, as a mere Negress 
observer, this critic finds her atten- 
tion inevitably straying to the lack of 
intraracial institutions to advocate for 
artists in the Drops’ vein — in addi- 
tion to an infrastructure for develop- 
ing and sustaining nonwhite audienc- 
es’ taste for the music. Since, y'know, 
they're isolated from the rural. (Must 
Dona be retroactively screwed and 
chopped?) It would be nice to see 
the band embraced as part of a con- 
tinuum by progressive audiences, just 
as there’s some energy around soul- 
folk as a viable trend. Will the Drops’ 
version of young fogydom garner as 
much breathless critical attention and 
community building as the so-called 
freak-folk scene does? Of course, 
cross-cultural exchange is possible: 
current Nashvegas superstar and 
Troy's boy “Big” Kenny Alphin trav- 
eled to Sudan last October to do his 
bit for the struggle and got the coun- 
try press to cover his contribution. 
Now if only the media would turn its 
attention to the best acolytes of medi- 
eval traditions created by Africans not 
abject but divinely inspired. srec

NAILED: THE PINE BOX BOYS REVIVE THE MURDER BALLADS FOR HORRORBILLY HEADS 


The name should tip you off right from the 
get-go: the Pine Box Boys. Now, | don’t want to 
venture any guesses about your mama, but my 
mama didn’t raise any fools, so when | hear the: 
words pine box, | see the words dead body. Then | 
shudder: caskets creep me out. 

Not so for the San Francisco foursome. 
These long-haired death defiers give the Grim 
Reaper a nipple twist or two with their waggishly 
pitch-black tales of murder, misery, and mayhem, 
and we shouldn’t want it any other way. Gallows 
humor has been around just as long as we as a 
species have been able to tell our stories, and this 
raggle-taggle band of bluegrass ne’er-do-wells 
is a bold keeper of the tradition, knowing exactly 
how to spina dark and bloody yarn and still bust 
a gut while doing it. 

So let’s consider the pine box: basic, humble, 
and nothing highfalutin compared to the mind- 


< 


dizzying, bankroll-sapping array of caskets out 
there nowadays. It’s strictly old-school: no fancy 
modern gilded inlays or polished brass handles 
here but rather a nice, solid vintage construction 
ready for getting the job done. Much like the Pine 
Box Boys, who — well, they don’t do fancy, from 
what I’ve seen. 

There are no state-of-the-art production 
techniques on either 2005’s Arkansas Killing 
Time or 2006's Stab! (both Hi Horse), nor are 
there nods in the direction of any recent, decid- 
edly rockist musical trends. Instead, this largely 
acoustic quartet wreak unholy havoc from the 
sounds of their grandpappies’ era — and prob- 
ably even that of their grandpappies’ grandpap- 
pies. All those banjos and strummed guitars © 
might: conjure images of barn dances, but under- 
neath the floorboards lays a trail of dead, 

The band — fronted by hillbilly-twanged, 
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wide-eyed maniac Lester Raww — has referred 
to its singular strain of mockingly malevolent 
roots music as “darkgrass.” I’ve also seen it 
described as “Southern horrorbilly,” a tag that 
makes sense in view of the Pine Box Boys’ thrill- 
ing, ante-upping delivery on subjects such as 
murder, cannibalism, and necrophilia. Supported 
by banjo thwacker Possum Carvidi’s hot-wired 
backing vocals, Raww’s chronicling of the most 
sordid of transgressions gives the same sort 

of glorious release as a slasher flick, assuming 
one is willing to suspend disbelief. Not that this 
requires much effort: Raww’s whoppers are 
tautly constructed and often brimming with —- 
chuckleworthy turns of phrase, and the frenzied 
rhythm section of Col. Timothy Leather on bass 
and “Your Uncle” Dodds on drums provides a 
rollicking, engaging backdrop for surrendering 


to such giddy, grisly fictions. - 


“One look into my eyes, and a wise man would 
lock up his daughters,” Raww sings with devilish 
charm on Arkansas Killing Time’s “When the Moon 
Moves the Waters,” before going on to explain 
his blood thirst with all of the juicy detailed sat- 
isfaction of a Clive Barker or, hell, Nick Cave. The 
specifics of the beginnings and middles vary from 
song to song, but they all end the same: someone - 
dies, And someone laughs — at the ridiculous 
brilliance of it all. The easily offended will miss out 
on the point of the Pine Box Boys, but hey, they'll 
miss out on all the fun too. (Todd Lavoie)

Top o’ the world, ma 


With a new LP in hand, TopR keeps “puttin’ squares 
in their place like Tetris”

My ex-girlfriend hipped me to TopR, 
short for Top Ramen, around 2003. 
We were driving in her car, and she 
cracked open the newly released 
Burning the Candle at Both Ends 
(Earthlings/ DWA) and slid it into 
the dash. I’d like to say it changed 
my life, but to be honest, I can’t 
remember it. | do remember that she 
described TopR as this homeless, 
couch-surfing rapper who'd slept on 
her previous boyfriend’s couch. It was 
classic case of his reputation and life- 
style preceding his music. 

Later I met TopR — or Topper 
Holiday, as he’s ceased using his first 
name — at 111 Minna Gallery, where 
I still work a side gig as a doorman. 
Throughout my years there he’s been 
a semiregular fixture, posted at the 
end of the bar, skeezing free drinks. 
He’s well loved but has this Dennis 
the Menace air surrounding him, 
like, “Oh, Topper’s here. Here comes 
trouble.” One night in Minna alley, 

I remember him — a big, bescrufted 
white dude in a fitted New Era cap, 
somewhat rotund and more than a 
little faded — striking up a conversa- 
tion with some bland, buttoned-down 
types, telling them he was a rapper 
and following up with a drunken 
freestyle. I came away feeling that it 
was a little sad, like he was busking 
in a BART station, trying to impress 
the squares. 

“Fuck being glamorous — I'm 
cantankerous.” So goes the first line 
on “Frankenstein’s Topster,” the 
opener off his latest, fifth album, 
Marathon of Shame (Gurp City). 

It was playing when I walked into 
Dalva on 16th Street to say hello 

to my friend Toph One and rein- 
troduce myself to TopR. And quite 
a reintroduction it was: even before 
Top starts rapping, the track is a 
fucking winner, anchored by a sam- 
ple of Black Sabbath’s “A National 
Acrobat,” the driving guitar riff mar- 
ried to an tiberfunky drumbeat by 
producer Dick Nasty. 

A good hip-hop album is like a 
good comedy record: the shit's got to 
be so sharp that you want to listen to 
it, more than once, want to scan back 
on the CD and point out lines. to your 
friends who are riding with you. In 
Top’s case it’s an apt comparison since 
he’s influenced by stand-up comedi- 
ans as much as by other rappers and 
samples Sam Kinison and Bill Hicks 
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on his previous disc, Cheap Laughs for 
Dead Comedians (Gurp City, 2006). 
Marathon is packed with lines that'll 
make other rappers wish they'd writ- 
ten them, from favorite one-liners 
like “Puttin’ squares in their place 
like Terris” to heartfelt couplets such 
as “I don’t want to fit into this banal- 
ity factory / Where together we can 
all make profit from tragedy.” 

It stands to reason that TopR 
can come up with witty rhymes: he’s 
been rapping since he was 12. Now 


Remember that guy you once spotted down that alley: 


compelling side of the hip-hop spec- 
trum: the storied tradition of rapper 
as traveling salesman, hawking CDs 
“out the trunk,” or in his case, out the 
messenger bag, since, as he says on 
“Siren Song,” “the Muni is my chari- 
ot.” And while he often calls himself 
out as lazy in his songs, TopR’s tale 
is a cross between the 1984 runaway- 
punk movie Suburbia and the classic 
Horatio Alger story. 

A self-described “troubled kid,” 
TopR left his parents’ home in Santa 


scruffy, slightly oafish, somewhat sodden around the edges?

30, he gained his rep as a battle rap- 
per at parties and clubs. “From ’93 
until 2000 all I did was battle,” he 
says over a pint at the Richmond 
District’s 540 Club. “I didn’t record 
music. I didn’t put out anything. I 
just made a reputation for myself 
through battling. If 1 was putting out 
albums in ’95, ’96, I might've been 
an actual artist like Living Legends, 
Atmosphere, and Hieroglyphics. You 
can only be a battle rapper for so 
long. After a while there’s not very 
much creative outlet for it. You can 
only make fun of someone for so long 
before you actually want to express 
your real problems and your real 
feelings about life. And you do that 
through writing songs.” 

In a time when your average radio 
rap track has more advertisements 
for sneakers and pricey booze than a 
copy of GQ, TopR represents a more 


Cruz at 15, living in squats and 
hitchhiking to San Francisco to hit 
open mics and do graffiti. He was 
arrested for vandalism, went back 
home, and left again, sleeping on 
couches if he was lucky and outside if 
he wasn't. He attributes his notoriety 
in the bar scene to necessity: “The 
fact that I was homeless — I had to 
be in bars every goddamned night, 
looking for places to stay. I had 
nothing better to do.” 

Slumming, bumming, and 
battling eventually led to some 
Greyhound cross-country tours and 
a devoted following of party kids 
and misfits, unhappy with the status 
quo and, like him, struggling to get 
by. There’s no shortage of the usual 
hip-hop bravado on Marathon: “I'm a 
piss artist who spits darkness at bitch 
targets,” TopR raps on “Siren Song,” 
“cause the music that’s honest is the 


music that hits hardest.” True, but the 
track isn’t merely empty braggadocio: 
it’s nothing less than an existentialist 
crisis with a beat, one rapper's The 
Sickness unto Death, asking the eternal 
questions of the artist and, ultimately, 
everyone who's been “up against it.” 
And while it’s the struggle — and 
the willingness to cop to it — that 
makes Marathon so compelling, it 
seems TopR might finally be on the 
bus toward Figuring It All Out. On 
a tour in 2005 he met his fiancée, 
Kelly-Anne, perhaps the muse of 
“Siren’s Song,” bartending at one 
of his shows in Asheville, NC. He 
stayed in the South for more than 
a year before getting an apartment, 
with a couch and a bed, in San 
Francisco's Sunset District. “I came 
up as ‘the homeless kid who slept on 
couches,” he explains. “But I was 
good at graffiti young, and I was a 
good rapper. I got away with a lot 
of stuff that some punk little kid 
wouldn't because people respected me 
for my talents or whatever. But I’ve 
mellowed out.” Here Top takes a con- 
templative pull on his pint. “I mean, 
I'm fuckin’ 30. I've got a dog now.” 
I'm going to do my part to go tell 
it on the mountain, to put this disc on 
when we're cruising down the street, 
to make sure you hear the hilarious 
lines and crucial cuts. But on the 
other hand, one reason why it’s so 
good is because you ran into him in 
the bar and bought a disc so he could 
have beer money. TopR may have 
reached escape velocity from his day 
job, but he’s still orbiting the home- 
lessness of his recent past. The line 
that sums up TopR for me is from 
“Tm on One” on Cheap Laughs: 
“It doesn’t take a genius to see that 
we're livin’ stressful / The secret to 
my success is that I’m unsuccessful.” 
It might be better for him if he got 
the juice to leave orbit altogether 
and rocket into the outer galaxies of 
hip-hop superstardom, but would it 
be better for his music if he weren't 
“livin’ stressful?” Living hand to 
mouth myself, I’m heartened to see 
someone who keeps grindin’, who 
tries to live a creative life in the face 
of SF-size rent, the approaching 
years, and a music industry that may 
never give a shit. To quote TopR’s 
MySpace page, “Even when nothing 
goes right I stil] prevail.” srec

KELLEY STOLTZ 
Circular Sounds 
(Sub Pop) 


There is something uncannily 
familiar about the music of Kelley 
Stoltz. Not for the same reason 
most music seems familiar these 
days — i.e., lazily relying only 

on what’s come before — but 
because his songs are often little, 
personal puzzles. Just as memo- 
ries combine to form the present, 
so too do Stoltz’s tunes draw on 
melodic snippets of his musical 
past to assume new forms. One 
can detect the specters of Lou 
Reed, Jonathan Richman, the Beach 
Boys, the Ronettes, and the Small 
Faces having conversations with 
unlikely ghosts from more recent 
times. Stoltz doesn’t mind calling 
ona tidbit of a time-held melody 
if he’s in need of one. He pulls it 
off because he doesn’t depend on 
them exclusively and he’s able to 
weave them into something origi- 
nal — oh, and because he’s got 
very good taste in pop. 

Call 2002’s Antique Glow 
(Jackpine Social Club) his psyche- 
delic garage anthem and last year’s 
Beneath the Branches (Sub Pop) 
his piano-man album — Circular 
Sounds strikes a perfect bal- 
ance between the two. “Put My 
Troubles to Sleep” would cause 
Harry Nilsson to break into song. 
The wistful “Gardenia” recalls the 
bucolic reveries of Ray Davies, 
while the lovely “When You Forget” 
would be number one in a parallel 
pop universe where true song- 
smithery is respected. If “Your 
Reverie” quotes a bit too liberally 
from the Dukes of Stratosphear, 
well, give Stoltz the benefit of the 
doubt. Not many can do what he’s 
doing. He takes music from his past 
and turns it into great music of the 
present.

HOT CHIP 
Made in the Dark 
(Astralwerks) 


In all honesty, | wanted to hate Hot 
Chip. The dance-pop outfit that has 
enchanted audiences and music 
bloggers worldwide seems incapa- 
ble of doing wrong. Given this kind 
of fail-proof perfection, they could 
be considered the valedictorians 
of electropop, scoring high marks 
with even the most parsimonious, 
jaundiced critics, who become, 
dare | say, optimistic — about the 
state of pop when Hot Chip are 
invoked. The group’s quirky sonic 
sorcery — which straddles the 
gulf between underground dance 
music and an almost Wham!-like 
pop froth — guiltily pleases, being 
both undeniably addictive and all 
too ready for hipster discotheques. 
That’s right: with Hot Chip, it’s hard 
to hate. 

On their virtually flawless 
third album, Made in the Dark, the 
London five-piece exceed expec- 
tations. The lovefest-worthy disc 
finds Hot Chip pushing past their 
successful songwriting formula and 
happy-go-lucky dance anthems: 
this is evident on songs like the 
downtempo, bare-bones title track 
— which demonstrates unselfcon- 
scious depth through swooning 
guitar chords, tender lyrics, and 
minimal percussion — and the 
thunderous live favorite “Shake 
a Fist.” The latter’s tribal drums 
and sinister bass line add up to the 
aural equivalent of the universe 
ripping in two. Thanks to Hot Chip’s 
tight production skills, Made in the 
Dark becomes an audible Where’s 
Waldo? game in which new ripples 
of sound are discovered with each 
consecutive listen. So here’s a 
shiny gold star for Hot Chip — like 
they need another one.

NADA SURF 
Lucky 
(Barsuk) 


New York trio Nada Surf had a 
memorable Buzz Bin hit in 1996 
with “Popular” but were quickly 
left for dead by Elektra when the 
label didn’t hear a single on their 
follow-up, 2000’s The Proximity 
Effect. Many other bands experi- 
enced a similar fate during the ’90s 
alternative bloom, but Nada Surf 
clawed their way back to relevance, 
catching many listeners off guard 
with Let Go and The Weight Is a Gift 
(Barsuk; 2003, 2005), two stun- 
ning albums of power pop buoyed 
by a wizened sense of melody and 
melancholy. 

The group is still in full stride 
on Lucky, a new set of 10 ready- 
made anthems. For those accus- 
tomed to more DIY fare, the bright 
crunch of Nada Surf’s productions 
might strike an overly conventional 
pose, but the combo demonstrate 
an impeccable sense for the tender 
space between cherry red overdubs 
and self-lacerating lyrics — the 
same mix at work, for example, 
in a song like Bruce Springsteen’s 
“Dancing in the Dark.” So while a 
song like “Beautiful Beat” sounds 
like a cheesy movie soundtrack 
cut at first, its earnest melodic 
build and peripatetic intonations 
— “Sometimes all | want is another 
drink or another pill / If | could get 
anything done maybe I’d hold still” 
— turn it into something more.

BECK Odelay (Deluxe Edition) (Geffen/ Universal) 


Is the world ready for this, a scant 11 years after its release — the tricked-out reissue treatment of what many still 
consider the toppermost of ’90s alt-rock’s commercial and artistic forays into the poppermost? What better time to be 
reminded of the medium’s multichannel-multilingual capabilities? Less than a disc into this two-CD edition, it’s clear the 
musically fecund Odelay is still worthy, surfacing not-quite-played-out cuts like the honkin’ honky blues “Hotwax” and 
drawling country and western lowrider swinger “Lord Only Knows” for every radio-favored “Jack-Ass” and “The New 
Pollution.” Completists will covet the previously unheard tracks from the disc’s sessions, the U.N.K.L.E. and Aphex Twin 
remixes, and 13 B-sides, including a ghostly cover of Skip James’s “Devil Got My Woman” tracked at Sun Studios. Dread 
and joy, ugliness and beauty, hip-hop and punk, blues and folk, loser-loosed everyday randomness and abstract sonic bri- 
colage — for Beck, for more than a few moments in the mid-’90s, it was all more than OK, all odelay. (Kimberly Chun)

From the moment her ravishing 
country-soul classic / Am Shelby 
Lynne (Island/Universal) first 
seduced listeners eight years ago 
with sweltering tales of heartbreak, 
Shelby Lynne has shown a clear 
affinity for the aching confession- 
als of Dusty Springfield, the English 
songbird perhaps best known for 
1969’s Southern-fried masterpiece 
Dusty in Memphis (Atlantic) . With 
Just a Little Lovin’, the connection 
grows even stronger: here Lynne 


with all the emotive nuance of her 
heroine, which works magnificently. 
Focusing on Springfield’s more 
personal numbers, Lynne inhabits a 
world of delicate drama on classics 
like “The Look of Love,” fashion- 
ing quietly devastating sighs and 
whispers over elegant, understated 
jazz-pop arrangements. Husky-

able to bring knowledge and joy to 

bear on as many types of music as one 
might hope, and the careers of the 
past two decades’ most energetic tran- 
sitional jazz figures, like Mississippi 
girl Cassandra Wilson, have remained 
at the margins of my pop conscious- 
ness. Yet it has been interesting to 

see new energy of late around jazz, 

with the likes of Robert Glasper and 

Marcus Strickland ascending swiftly 

and pop artists such as Corinne Bailey 

Rae shape-shifting across genre 

boundaries; witness such fine young players as Terence Blanchard’s 22-year- 

old Cuban pianist, Fabian Almazan, in action. Despite the general public's 
view of the genre as moribund and Wynton Marsalis’s self-appointed policing 
of the forni’s expression, sonic iconoclasm seems to be mashing up with the 
aftermath of the New Orleans crisis to return a spotlight to jazz. 

And Wilson’s looking like one of the most prescient predecessors of this 
small but burgeoning sonic renaissance, having dared to blend traditional 
jazz with country, folk, rock, and whatever else has struck her fancy since 
the mid80s. Of course, this aesthetic trailblazing has long been noted and 
emulated to lucrative effect, but Wilson brought it to its highest point thus 
far with 2006's Thunderbird (Blue Note), showcasing magnificent production 
from T-Bone Burnett and Keefus Ciancia. This spring she'll be trying to 
top herself and show the kids how it’s done with her next Blue Note outing. MIGHTY be 119 UTAH ST 
Loverly should be another winning reprisal of the formula cemented by B/ue Www.mighty119.com 
Light ’Til Dawn (Blue Note, 1993), with Wilson’s repertoire of standards for tickets & info 
ranging from “Caravan” to “Black Orpheus.” Among those accompanying her 
is longtime bass collaborator Lonnie Plaxico and one of her label’s up-and- 
comers; Jason Moran, on piano. If Loverly and the mixes at these gigs reach 3 
wilder shores beyond Tunderbira’s juxtaposition of blues and beats, flexibil- TheKkNOCKOU COM 
ity and freshness should reconnect with jazz’s heart.

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PREVIEW When musicphile Ted Leibowitz got into Internet broad- 

casting in 2003, he never imagined that BAGeL Radio, which started 
out as a list of shows — the Bay Area Gig eList — would be reaching listen- 
ers in more than 100 countries within a year of going online. What he did 
know, ever since he bought his first Blondie record at age 11, was what he 
liked, and it turned out his taste was just what some Web-savvy indie rock 
fans were looking for. When he won the CMJ’s Specialty Music Director 
of the Year award, a nod normally reserved for people on the airwaves, he 
finally admitted he was onto something real. 

When I asked the man behind BAGeL how he distinguishes outstand- 
ing new artists from the pack, he was quick to answer, “A terrific verse, a 
terrific chorus, and a terrific verse.” He was especially enthusiastic about the 
lineup for Jan. 1’s fifth-anniversary show, three bands that back their lyrics 
with creative new sounds. Peloton, whose name derives from bicycle rac- 
ing, recall Stereolab with melodic, complex guitarscapes and innocent-girl 
vocals. Lemon Sun crunch together a retro rock sensibility and a slamming 
backbeat, what Leibowitz imagines as the result if “T-Rex had happened 
during the disco era.” Openers Audio Out Send, whom he calls “slow burn- 
ing, Radiohead-y, and cerebral,” round out the set with glitched-out intro- 
spection from Oakland. Spend an evening under Leibowitz’s musical wing 
— millions of online listeners do, every day. (Dina Maccabee)

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Kuchar coup 


George and Mike Kuchar’s drawings 
and paintings tickle pleasure centers

The drawings and paintings of George 
and Mike Kuchar are brightly col- 
ored, bosomy, and bulbous bouquets 

of bodacious flesh. Those bountiful 
breasts belong to women in George's 
1962 painting Voodoo Ceremony and in 
his 1977 Missionary Attack, in which a 
topless lady sporting an octopus skirt 
threatens to spear another wearing tiger 
skin pants and leather boots. But in 
Mike's art the big bazookas belong to 
men. Margaret Tedesco, whose [2nd 
floor projects] space is presenting work 
by the Kuchar brothers, says one local 
filmmaker who recently visited her gal- 
lery compared the nipples of the men in 
Mike’s drawings to pacifiers. 

The counterlogic of that observation 
is perfect, even if the nipples of a man in 
Mike’s Gay Heart Throbs, No. 3 also look 
like flying saucers. In that acrylic paint- 
ing a guy in black leather holds a gift of 
flowers behind his perky buttocks as he 
talks to a young blond buck busting out 
of his tied-up shirt and cutoff shorts like 
a male Dolly Parton — or like a country 
version of George and Mike’s fellow 
underground filmmaker Peter Berlin. 


Early on in the poignant and pun- 
gent memoir Reflections from a Cinematic 
Cesspool (Zanja Press, 1997), George 
writes that his and Mike’s interest in 
art began when their mother gave them 
paper and pencils and told them to have 
fun. Though their materials have since 
switched to film, video, watercolor, 
marker, and acrylic, the fun remains: 
without even trying, Tedesco’s show is 
a rebuff to the unfortunate abundance 
of contemporary art spaces, big and 
small, that have lost a sense of pleasure. 
Both George’s commercial art schooling 
— which included a spell spent draw- 
ing the weather on television, detailed 
wonderfully in Reflections — and Mike’s 
commissioned work for gay publications 
like Manscape and First Hand possess 
great humor, as well as perspectives so 
distinct that they might reach out and 
playfully nipple-tweak one’s assump- 
tions about female and male beauty. 

“I don’t care too much for macho,” 
Mike tells the poet and novelist Kileen 
Myles in a short essay Myles wrote for 
the [2nd floor projects] show. “T like 
cuddly; sweetness.” That warmth radi- 
ates from pen-and-ink pieces such as the 
idyllic Beefcake BC, in which, as Myles 


notes, a man rides a brontosaurus as if it

were a surfboard. In the G-rated Triassic 
Terror a tyrannosaur and a pterodactyl 
wreak havoc, but there are emotional 
undercurrents in Jungle Jeopardy, in 
which one Tarzan rescues another who 
is Christlike in his pain. 

Taking a different comic book tack, 
George renders mythic creatures such 
as Bigfoot (who has pendulous pecs, of 
course) and the Jersey Devil. Like his 
twin brother, though, he’s not afraid 
to try a little tenderness. From 1976, 
Jon is subtly in thrall to the hills and 
valleys of its subject’s nude backside. 
The acrylic-on-canvas Bocko (1970) 
complements and perhaps predates Joe 
Brainard’s wonderful oil portraits of 
his boyfriend Kenward Elmslie’s whip- 
pet Whippoorwill — even if George's 
beloved Bocko weren’t an Alsatian, he 
would still make an ideal cover star for 
J.R. Ackerley’s classic 1956 book My 
Dog Tulip (Random House). Add these 
once-hidden treasures to Bruce Conner’s 
assemblages and ink works and to the 
lively circles of Manny Farber’s paint- 
ings, and you have the seeds for a lively 
survey dedicated to art by Bay Area 
filmmakers and critics. srec

“Pablo Guardiola” 


REVIEW Although, on entering Little Tree Gallery, it seems that 

Pablo Guardiola’s show consists of only seven photographs, that small 
collection forms the crux of a multidimensional presentation. The images 
have slight subjects and document thé finite and the ephemeral. In Much 
More Than a Brand of Crackers, a Beer, a Malt Beverage and a Legendary Taino 
Leader (2007), a bottle cap is captured after being flung onto an asphalt sur- 
face. It isn’t until later, when one has progressed through the slightly waver- 
ing line of neighboring photos, that the bottle cap from that photograph 
reappears, wedged against a power outlet in the corner of the gallery. The 
cap from a Malta Hatuey, as referenced in the title, bears multiple mean- 
ings, alluding not only to one of the first indigenous national heroes of Cuba 
but also to the yeasty, fizzy drink from that country. Similarly, in Untitled 
(2007), Guardiola makes the two-dimensional 3-D: the postcard used to 
announce the exhibit is presented tacked to a coordinating blue lath surface. 

These types of dualities continue throughout the show, both in the pro- 
cess of the artist’s production — captured in his photographs — and in his 
seemingly chance yet obviously staged and sculptural documentations. In 
one image, a sign reading Estetica refers in Spanish to beauticians while also 
making an indirect allusion to the theory of aesthetics. Another photo shows 
what appears to be a simple grease stain on a paper bag. With closer inspec- 
tion, it resembles the silhouette of a world map. 

The simplicity of form and composition — and the equally plain pre- 
sentation — proves deceptive yet captivating. As hinted at by the title of the 
single sculptural piece in the exhibit displayed without a related photograph, 
Some Ideas Should Be Kept Warm (2007), Guardiola’s work reveals an immedi- 
ate, minimal beauty even as the subtle complexity of each photograph leads 
to further rumination. (Ava Jancar)

Subtitled 4 Musical Memoir of Marital Trauma and to be released in 

the United Kingdom this April by Fourth Estate, that country’s imprint of 

HarperCollins, Robertson’s witty memoir begins in 2000, when she and her 

husband crossed the Pond with hopes of working the dot-com boom in San 

Francisco. Once the boom went bust, she lost her job. Eventually she lost 

her husband too as he began sleeping around in a compulsive spree of sexual 

conquest, the details of which he relayed to his bride with similar compul- 
sion. To deal with all of this chaos, she began writing and performing songs 
in a combo called Cotton Candy, a colorful band perched at the intersection 
of the city’s circus and cabaret scenes. Cotton Candy’s accordion-driven 
mournful tunes are the perfect soundtrack from a Scottish lass out of sorts. 
During those chaotic first years in San Francisco, Richardson may have

The story 
is told from the point of view of Margaret, an 
emotionally volatile witness, who goes from 
loyal, doting wife to fierce, revitalized adulter- 
ess to insecure, self-deprecating room pacer 
in a matter of 80 minutes. It is quite a sight to 
behold. An earlier form of this one-woman tour 
de force was initially developed and staged 
at the Marsh’s Festival of New Voices, and 
now Eberhardt is back where it all started. 
Directed by artist in residence David Ford 
at the intimate Upstairs Studio Theater, this 
production is not for audiences who are afraid 
of direct eye contact or strange women unbut- 
toning their blouses in public. The audience 
sees everything, including a whole handful of 
characters, through Margaret’s eyes, and she 
is not as puritanical as she first seefns. (Amy

From the 
jaws of death to the death of Jaws, this is 
Hartgraves’s lively first-person exploration of 
fear as life’s motivating force — given mean- 
ingful dimension by the onstage inclusion of 
actors and friends David Bicha, P.A. Cooley, 
davidmahr, T.J. Lee, and Drew Todd. The play's 
chaotic undercurrent of alternately mirage- 
like and unforeseen events just below the 
surface of placid time influences the staging 
as Hartgraves’s narrative moves circuitously 
from the ambitions of a talented but tentative 
young gay comedian in conservative Phoenix 
toward the artist’s devastating illness. It’s then 
that his friends (until now occupied with ram- 
bunctious illustrative clowning) deliver honest 


testimony on the crisis from their perspectives, 


with one actor playing Hartgraves until the real 
one resurfaces from some palpable deep. If life 
is a show, this run, remounted from a Rhino 
engagement in 2006, surely ranks as one of 
the greatest comebacks anywhere.

but is too entertainingly brash to resist. He 
clearly loves the winner-take-all crassness 

of his male characters here, for whom every 
interaction is a dominance game. Top dog 
Bobby Gould (Matthew Del Negro) has just 
been promoted to head of production at a 
major studio. His expensively minimalist new 
office (a movable set piece by G.W. Mercier) 
hasn’t even been fully assembled when erst- 
while coworker Charlie Fox (Andrew Polk) 
comes calling. Satisfyingly cruel as the rivals’ 
final tug-of-war is, it makes the play’s cred- 
ibility vanish: Bobby is too content an admitted 
“whore” to turn Mother Theresa overnight. 
And the epically tall, jock-handsome Del Negro 
radiates such golden-boy confidence that one 
can’t believe he’d have much use for a merely 
cute flunky like Jessi Campbell’s Karen. Greco 
lets the lines breathe — her cast’s naturalisti- 
cally varied delivery avoids that Morse-code 
monotony the playwright prefers for his 
staccato Mametspeak. But she doesn’t lend 
much weight to the ultimate question of who’s 
manipulating whom, as this production’s Karen 
doesn’t seem capable of calculation. The lack 
of ambiguity makes this a frequently very 
funny Speed-the-Plow, but sans much suspense 
or climactic sting.

Sumptuously designed, the show 
nevertheless runs into problems of focus early 
on, as elements of dance and pantomime are 
introduced to no particular dramatic effect and 
a rapid-fire series of scenes cuts abruptly back 
and forth in time and space. What ultimately 
anchors the show is Rod Gnapp’s creepily 
compelling portrayal of Reginald of Chantillon, 
the amoral crusader who alternately toys with 
and lusts after his strong-willed captive, Alia 
(Nora el Samahy). Reginald is not the only cat 
in the game, though, as Alia rallies admirably 
with her sharp wit and will to survive — she’s 
a Scheherazade without a sister. Somewhat 
caught between these two more dynamic 
players, Alfredo Narciso’s Saladin never really 
comes alive, and as a play this footnote of his- 
tory never quite shines.

He was all, “Here, look at this!” and I 
was all, “You're gross” — my first bad omen of future relationships, ridiculous 
boys, and questionable public displays of affection that would follow me for 
years. Needless to say, I’ve been iffy about theater ever since. Yet it’s not just 
the boogers that had me scarred. I’m admittedly a theater cynic who thinks 
most performances are cheesy, contrived, or flat-out boring. Luckily, none of 
those words describe iL.L-Literacy. A collective composed of Ruby Veridiano- 
Ching, Adriel Luis, Nico Cary, and Dahlak Brathwaite, iLL-Literacy brings 
its distinctive flavor or performance to the stage through spoken word, MCing, 
and crowd participation. This is part of a new genre of what many folks like to 
call hip-hop theater, a brand of performance predicated on bringing everyday 
issues — such as a night at the club, loves lost and found, and racist cops — to 
the forefront of discussion. The group can keep a crowd on its toes while mak- 
ing them think, laugh, and cry all at once. Having rocked shows from Davis 
to Paris, iL.L-Literacy has a distinctive brand of humor and social commentary 
that makes it a must-see for a Bay Area rife with contradictions. (Jamilah King)

Bound for better 


Slingshot organizes your life with joyful chaos

INTERVIEW You probably stumbled 
over it during your 
holiday shopping 
travails: a little 2008 
pocket date book 
branded “Slingshot” 
with a hand-drawn 
cover of kids wearing engineer boots 
and “A is for anarchy” garb, pick- 
ing flowers, vegetables, and fruit in 
an idyllic garden scene, a cityscape 
looming in the distance. Inside, each 
page is embellished with a quirky 
hand, oddball fonts, and quintes- 
sentially activist remembrances like 
“1979 Police machine-gun a mass 
rally on the steps of San Salvador 
cathedral, killing 25” (May 8) and 
“1925 Lenny Bruce b. ‘If you can’t 
say FUCK you can’t FUCK THE 
GOVERNMENT?” (Oct. 13), as 
well as faithful reminders for all of 
the Berkeley Critical Mass rides in 
08. The bold-faced coups de grace: 
the international radical contact list, 
quasi phrasebook, and quick tips to 
“Resist Government Repression.” 
Other anarchist groups throughout 
the world put out calendars, but this 
year Berkeley collective Slingshot 
published an organizer that allows 
you to literally organize more than 
just the crap that surrounds you. 
This year is a banner one for the 
planner, and for the 20-year-old non- 
profit as well. After several cryptic 
bouts of phone tag, I spoke to a group 
representative — who appropriately 
called himself Slingshot — earlier 
this month, and he said the group 
printed 30,000 pocket and spiral- 
bound 2008 editions, a jump from 
the wee 400 copies issued when the 
organization began printing them 
14 years ago. Now with distribution 
in 50 states and a dozen countries, 
they're almost sold out, though copies 
are still available at Bound Together 
Books at 1369 Haight. 


What started out as a fundraiser 
— inspired by the radical organiz- 
ers made by European collectives 
— for Slingshot’s free newspaper 
has taken on a somewhat anarchic 
life of its own. “Technically we're 
trying to promote historical knowl- 
edge about liberation struggles and 
trying to disseminate contact info 
for those engaged in social justice 
work,” Slingshot explained, though 
the handmade, cut-and-pasted, non- 
computer-generated paperback is also 
a pure product of a pre—digital age, 
DIY aesthetic. 

Each collective member worked 
independently on four pages per 
organizer, drawing from a huge com- 
pendium of historical events for each 
date, so no one person controlled the 
overall style or process. “It’s contrary 
to the way the mainstream press 
looks, where everything [is] pro- 
grammatic,” Slingshot stressed. “Just 
like life, each page has a different 
look.” The artists, whom Slingshot 
described as “the people who were 
filling the streets at the [World Trade 
Organization],” remain anonymous, 
except on the cover, which is signed 
Molly Crabapple. 

“Anyone can make art. If we 
waited for professionals to start the 
calendar or the paper, we never would 
have gotten there,” he continued. 

“T think that’s why people like our 
calendar. People want to feel engaged 
and not just spectators in their lives.” 

Next up in Slingshot’s own 
organizer: the collective hopes to 
create a zine-making space in its 
office at the Long Haul Infoshop in 
Berkeley, complete with typewriters 
and other materials. “We're not really 
against computers per se,” Slingshot 
confessed. “But it’s not a good thing 
to not question whether everything 
has to be computerized. We can 
make it accessible here: people 
don’t have to have skills other 
than using scissors.” srac

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Factory fresh

If you didn’t know that Dogpatch’s 
newest glam restaurant, Serpentine, 
is the younger sibling of the Slow 
Club, would you guess? Signals 

are mixed, and your answer might 
depend on whether you concentrated 
your attention on the menus or the 
physical particulars of the related 
pair. On the latter point, we have 

a sort of local restaurant version of 
Wills and Harry, the British prince- 
lings beloved of paparazzi: a con- 
founding blend of similarities and 
dissimilarities, evidence that could 
go either way. If you squint, you sus- 
pect a family likeness, but you know 
youre not looking at twins. 

The Slow Club has always struck 
me as a descendant — a noisy one 
~— of speakeasies. (Is there such a 
thing as a speakloudly?) The look is 
low, velvety, and slightly secretive; 
there are few windows, and the spot 
lighting is spare. Serpentine, by con- 
trast, soars like a cathedral in its old 
industrial site. Brick walls? Yes, it 
has them, punctuated with vast fac- 
tory windows that face the west and 
the afternoon sun, but there is also 
an exposed ceiling of poured con- 
crete laced with electrical conduits. 
This vault of open space, rising a full 
two stories above the dining-room 


floor, might be a considerable factor 
in swallowing up noise; Serpentine 
looks like it should be deafening, 
but it isn’t, even when full. It helps, 
in this respect, that the floors aren't 
reflections of the ceiling but are 

of burnished wood, warming and 
elegant and not quite as cacophony 
producing as poured concrete. Also 
warming: the wealth of votive can- 
dles, several to a table, that lend the 
restaurant a sense of rustic intimacy. 
It’s as if a country inn had decided 
to squat in one of Charles Dickens's 
abandoned blacking factories. 

Not many country inns, on the 
other hand, whether in Dickens’s 
time or our own, have served food 
quite as good as Serpentine’s. 
California cuisine has gone from 
novelty to cliché to beyond cliché 
and back again, but at Serpentine it 
does what all good cooking should 
do: cause you to pause, to notice, to 
inquire. What is that, and how did 
they do that? 

“Ts this tomato soup?” my com- 
panion asked, jabbing a spoon into 
the creamy puree that had been set 
before me. And the correct answer 
was: no, not tomato but carrot 
($7.50), and not even carrot with 
ginger or curry but just plain carrot, 
adorned only with a few fried sage 
leaves. The soup’s color was difficult 
to make out in the dim light, so on

that basis alone I granted a pardon 
on the tomato-or-carrot question, 
but there was also an aromatic fruiti- 
ness I would never have associated 
with plain carrot soup. 

Interesting and unexpected 
ingredients enhance the restaurant’s 
spell. I’d never heard of spigariello, 

I would have guessed it was some 
obscure pasta shape, but in fact 
(according to the well-schooled serv- 
er) it’s a toothy green from the broc- 
coli family, composed by chef Chris 
Kronner’s kitchen into a handsome 
salad — with crumblings of blue 
cheese, bread crumbs, and a pepper 
vinaigrette — that resembled a small 
holiday wreath. 

The menu doesn’t force you 
toward big plates, and many of the 
smaller plates are sizable and rich 
enough to satisfy. A plate of lamb 


_riblets ($11.50), for instance, fea- 


tured about a half-dozen pieces of 
achingly tender meat still on the 
bone, and that was plenty, even 
allowing for some shameless raiding 
from across the table. The raider and 
I did agree that the seasoning palette 
— of pickled shallots, feta cheese, 
and mint salsa verde — was missing 
something. A hint of sweetness was 
needed, a splash of balsamic vinegar, 
maybe, or some interesting honey. 

~ Meanwhile, we shared the savory 
bread pudding ($11.50 with an 


add-on heap of mesclun), a baked, 
caramelized delight of some scale 
that glowed gold in the candlelight 
and spoke of sustenance on a wintry 
night. The pudding was fortified 
with roasted butternut squash, but- 
termilk, and blue cheese — a sturdy 
and honest combination. And, for 

a bit of spice, peeled prawns on a 
bed of white grits ($10.50) were 
dressed with poblano pepper sauce, 
a demure-looking, muddy green 
puddle that really lit up the room 
on making contact with a human 
tongue. At least that was this 
human’s experience. 

For those of us who use a caloric 
equivalent of zero-sum budgeting 
—i.e., each indulgence must be 
offset by a savings — Serpentine is 
a forgiving place to eat. On the one 
hand, there are subtle lightenings to 
be found in un-looked-for places; a 
nice example of this was a sandwich 
of roast turkey slices and sauerkraut 
on rye bread ($9.50) that amounted 
to a reduced-calorie Reuben and 
reminded us, yet again, of turkey’s 
many uses. 

_ And, on the other, there are the 
desserts, which, like good poems, 
depend on concentrated effects 
rather than volume to establish their 
place in memory. A particularly 
noteworthy example might be the 
chocolate-hazelnut tart ($7.50), an 


almost fudgelike (and not too huge; 
about the circumference of a base- 
ball) disk trimmed by a fluted pastry 
crust and dotted with hazelnuts. The 
tart (served with a scoop of chocolate 
ice cream from Bi-Rite Creamery) 
was like an upper-crust relative of a 
dark chocolate-with—nuts candy bar: 
a Snickers wrapped in buttery pastry. 

The crowd is eclectic. We 
noticed plenty of young people, but 
more than a few older folks too, 
parenty types in the company of 
adult children. As an adult who once 
took his parents to the Slow Club 
only to watch them struggle with the 
noise, I looked on these entourages 
with an odd mix of remorse and 
approval, though more of the latter 
than the former. Serpentine: same 
great taste, less deafening. srec

Green winter 


When I was in college, I was pleased 
to discover that spring in these parts 
began to make itself felt in February. 
The sun strengthened, the air grew 
mild — at least if it wasn’t raining 

— and people lay out to sunbathe. All 
this was very different from my native 
northern clime, in which winter 
nastiness often lasted well into April. 
April baseball games were sometimes 
snowed out, and May snow wasn't 


~ unheard-of. 


A warming world might soon 
be giving us reasons to rethink our 
understandings of the seasons, and 
perhaps Winnipeg will become a 
haven for snowbirds, but some of us 
have already made certain psychologi- 
cal adjustments. Spring for me — for 
instance — no longer means sun- 
bathers in February but strawberries, 
asparagus, and artichokes, and while 
we await these delicacies, it’s the end 
of January, the Meyer lemon bush in 
the drippy garden is heavy with globes 
the color of summer sunshine, and 
markets are full of tubers and greens. 

There are so many sorts of greens, 
arrayed in such abundance at farmers 
market stalls, that one feels a certain 
anxiety in choosing one kind but not 
another. Mixed baby salad greens are 
an almost automatic choice, since all 
they need is a splash of vinaigrette. 
Only slightly less demanding are baby 
spinach leaves, which can be wilted 
with some pine nuts, garlic, and 
currants to make a swift and classic 
Sicilian side dish. Romaine? You can 
make Caesar salads from it (and from 
its immature version, little gems), but 
I also found it turning up, braised, 
in a friend’s exquisite posole last 
week. I must make posole, I thought 
—a kind of chili made with hominy 
instead of beans —andI mightor _ 
might not put romaine leaves in it, but 
I will try it with chickpeas. 

Speaking, yet again, of legumes: 
lentil soup is a good place to stash all 
sorts of greens. I've put chard in there, 
and arugula, and even dandelion 
greens, though they have a bitter- 
ness that must be carefully handled. 
Dandelion greens work better in a 
pasta sauce, with garlic, chile flakes, 
sausage (poultry or soy if you like), 
some crushed black peppercorns, 
and a good grating of Parmesan or 
Romano cheese. The greens’ asser- 
tiveness matches up better with these 
comparably strong flavors. By the 
time you've cleaned your plate, it 
could be February, and strawberries 
for dessert.

CHEAP EATS Bernie Jungle made 
me a frittata, then got 
the ladder out, and 
we went onto his 
roof to look at the 
chimney.

Bernie did time 
in Cleveland, and he can feel when 
it’s going to snow as well as I can. 

He just moved to my neck of the 
woods from Oakland and now lives 
five minutes east of Occidental, in 
Sebastopol. | live five minutes west of 
Occidental, in Occidental. It’s com- 
plicated math, or cartography, but not 
as complicated as the meteorology of 
two aging Ohio punks on a Northern 
California rooftop knowing it’s going 
to snow. Even though, of course, it 
never snows here. 

Except sometimes it does. 

Anyway, we couldn’t figure out 
why his wood stove wouldn't work, 
not even by standing on the roof 
with our hands in our pockets look- 
ing at the chimney and knowing it 
was going to snow. So we climbed 
back down the ladder. I thanked him 
for the frittata and headed home, 
stopping in town for a chicken so as 
not to have to kill one of my own. 
Because I’d be damned if I was going 
to let a rare Sonoma County snow- 
storm pass me by without lighting 
the grill. 

I'm not sure how to explain why 
when it snows my thoughts turn 
to barbecue rather than snowballs, 
snowmen, or even hot chocolate. It’s 
complicated psychology. Another way 
of looking at it is that my thoughts are 
just stuck on barbecue, period, and 
always will be, no matter what the 
fuck — rain, snow, sleet, or hail, for 
example. I'm like a sexaholic, or the 
United States mail delivery system. 

In which case I should have taken 
off Martin Luther King Jr. Day, but 
no. I stopped at the expensive little 
hippie grocery store in Occidental 
and bought me a chicken. When I 
went in it was raining, and when I 
came out it was snowing. 

A young woman with a white 
face and the shakes was getting out of 
her car, saying to a young man with 
dreadlocks, “It’s a good thing I grew 
up in the Midwest.”

The roads around here are steep 
and winding. And slick, even when 
they're only wet. It couldn't have been 
snowing for more than three minutes, 


but the streets were white. It was 
dumping. I clutched my chicken a 
little tighter to my chest and was glad 
I grew up in the Midwest too.

The great blizzard of 
08 had lasted approximately five

$13.16. I would never have paid $2.99 


per pound for a chicken if I didn’t 
think I_was going to get to cook it in 
the snow! 

On the other hand, now I can 
write it off on my taxes; like love 
and laser treatments and all the 
other expensive subjects Cheap Eats 
wrassles with. Rum, laptops, record 
albums. Soccer shoes, league dues. 
Boots. Bras. Train tickets ... 
might actually save money by spend- 
ing it, and wish I could explain how. 

It’s complicated economics.

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BREAKFAST OF BLANDNESS Brunch is a vulnerable meal: 
you've probably just woken up, and you might be unshowered or hung- 

over. Regardless of your daring at dinner, brunch requires only consistency. 

My friend gets that from Venus in Berkeley. I can see why: the coziness 
of the brick walls, lined with local artists’ work; the long wait and bustling 
interior that allude to the establishment's popularity. She swears by the chicken 
sausage scramble with the morning glory muffin. The scramble is decent, a 
good balance of sweet and salty, while the morning glory is an ostentatiously 
named bran muffin that, while moist, lacks, well, flavor. 

Which is fairly representative of the problem with Venus. I really want 
to like it, but I always leave vaguely dissatisfied — full, but not satiated. The 
Harajuku scramble, with tofu, shiitake mushrooms, and other veggies, is as 
uninspired in execution as it is imaginative in concept (Gwen Stefani would 
not hollaback). The Indian brunch — curried carrot-zucchini-parsnip pancakes 
with akoori scrambled eggs — is lackluster. How, I ask, can curry be bland? 

The cocktails are overpriced. The coffee is good — smoky and rich — but 
refills are few and far between. And then there was the Sunday I went. I 
ordered a Diet Coke; the server brought me organic diet cane cola. Now, | 
understand her forgetting to ask “Is Pepsi OK?” — but to bring me that flat, 
syrupy concoction (with a faint tinge of rum) was the last in a series of letdowns. 

A weekend morning demands a dependably satisfying meal; Venus is reli- 
able only in that it will disappoint me. (Ailene Sankur)

Political probe 


4 Months, 3 Weeks and 2 Days — and one great film

Cristian Mungiu’s Cannes Palme d’Or win- 
ner 4 Months, 3 Weeks and 2 Days is the final 
anxiety-ridden whimper to register from the 
year of the “shmashmortion,” and it’s par-™ 
ticularly preoccupied with pregnancy and 

the decisions that come with it. There was 

an apparently very good doc about abortion 
politics and some movie about a waitress that 
I didn’t see, but I caught the two “Papa Don't 
Preach” comedies we all went to and can't say 
I see much to link those two with Mungiu’s 
excellent Romanian film. 

It was often observed that the dollhouse 
pregnancies and abortion debates of Juno and 
Knocked Up — movies that both oscillated 
between very good and unwatchable — would 
never have been fodder for a Hollywood (or 
Hollywood-lite) comedy if the mothers weren't 
white and middle-class. The expecting char- 
acter in 4 Months wouldn't have looked out of 
place in either of those films, but her predica- 
ment is wildly different. She has to make her 
decision in Romania in 1986, under the watch- 
ful eye of Nicolae Ceausescu’s dictatorship, 
whose policies on abortion make the pressures 
of the current American culture wars — cer- 
tainly as experienced by the heroines of Juno 
and Knocked Up — comparable to those of a 
celebrity roast. Mungiu’s movie differs, addi- 


tionally, in a refreshingly depressing way: you 
kind of want to smack the mother. 

Gabita (Laura Vasiliu) isn’t even the film’s 
core. That distinction goes to her college room- 
mate Otilia (Anamaria Marinca), who's relied 
on to handle nearly every level of preparation 
necessary for an illegal abortion, from the 
Kafkaesque frustrations of securing a hotel 
room to the frightening process of meeting and 
negotiating with the abortionist. Everyone in 
Otilia’s unpleasant story is to some degree self 
ish and irresponsible, and Gabita is no excep- 
tion. The ultimate impression she gives is of 
being the kind of person Otilia will never be 
able to truly feel good about sacrificing so much 
for. Otilia will always feel vaguely duped. 

If 4 Months is only nominally related to 
those American comedies, its connections 
with another recent Romanian film about the 
Ceausescu era, the sad and funny 12:08 East 
of Bucharest, are just as tangential. Though the 
titles of both films, interestingly, suggest an 
obsession with a ticking clock, 12:08 East of 
Bucharest uses it as an almost absurdist device 
in relation to a bystander’s attempt to find a 
personal foothold in history. The characters 
in 4 Months are all getting more personal 
history than they could possibly handle, 
much less want. 

Mungiu’s movie is much closer kin, then, 
to fellow Romanian filmmaker Cristi Puiu’s 
dark wonder The Death of Mr. Lazarescu, which 


was also shot by cinematographer Oleg Mutu. 
Both are gloomy, virtuosic naturalist films 
inseparable from their sociopolitical backdrops 
— in Lazarescu's case, Bucharest in the middle 
of this decade — and both traverse their sta- 
tions through a soup of reluctant humanism 
and outright moral fatigue. 4 Months feels 

like a companion piece to Lazarescu, the latter 
being a tour of the indignities of the Romanian 
medical bureaucracy and the former negotiat- 
ing a similar path through the black-market 
system created in response to those inadequa- 
cies of officialdom. 

What separates the two primarily and 
acutely is the distinct emotional tangs brought 
about by the way they were shot and edited. 
Lazarescu works with short, unassuming shots 
(save for the final, fatalistic scene); 4 Months, 
on the other hand, encumbers the audience 
with claustrophobically long takes, filled with 
the tension not only of Otilia’s widening bur- 
den but also of the actors sustaining such cho- 
reographed naturalism. 

The most ambitious example of these 
crosscurrents is a conceptually ostentatious 
dinner scene at the birthday party for Otilia’s 
boyfriend’s mother, into which Otilia must 
detour before returning to the evening's greater 
exigencies. Traumatized and anxious to return 
to Gabita, she is stuck for the moment in the 
cross fire of unwittingly oppressive small talk. 
Though there is a whiff of contrivance in the 
scene (Lazarescu, marching along its down- 
ward spiral with its head bowed, elicits more 
sympathy by making less conspicuous appeals), 
it moves quickly beyond a one-note dark joke

of the AIDS crisis begins in the red. The lurid 
shade of the opening titles is immediately 
echoed in the fire-truck crimson typewriter 
of Sarah (Emmanuelle Béart) and contin- 
ues to punctuate The Witnesses’ frame 
with brave persistence — an intertwined 
signaling of passion and caution, it’s a red 
that perhaps out-reds any red in the Pedro 
Almodovar oeuvre. 
Strained abandon isn’t to Téchiné’s 
taste, as evidenced by the grace with which 
he stitches together the moving parts of . 
his chamber drama. The daisy chain enfolds 
-Manu (Johan Libéreau), a brash young thing 
fresh to Paris; Adrien (Michel Blanc), a tight, 
middle-aged doctor who falls for Manu’s 
reckless beauty in short order; Sarah, a 
children’s book author and aspiring novel- - 
ist struggling to reconcile her improvised 
lifestyle with motherhood; and Mehdi (Sami 
Bouajila), her husband, a brooding vice con. 
with gnawing desires. By the time Manu 
shows the first sores of infection — which 
bring on a literally sobering realization — it’s 
already clear his character is a siphon for the 
_ others, each of whom Téchiné ves with 
personal significance. : 
_ As with most historical Actions: The = 
Witnesses is unavoidably about something, — 
but Téchiné does not hold this against us. His 
film happily eschews the typical “message 
movie” ploys of impregnable one-to-one 
meanings, instead offering a prolonged gaze

Noir or not? 


Noir City’s sixth incarnation 


revives the night life

Nothing brings out the pugilist 
in film critics like a discussion of 
what does or doesn’t count as film 
noir, which is perhaps appropriate, 
given the number of slugs, sucker 
punches, fisticuffs, and beatings 
that occur onscreen in the movies 
being discussed. As with any 
kind of canon formation, the issue 
can prompt trainspotting, finger- 
pointing, and impassioned argu- 
ments. But the question — as much 
of the scholarship on the subject 
has shown — is something of a 
red herring. 

Despite the stylistic quali- 
ties that seemed to unify them 
— chiaroscuro lighting, a fixation 
on the seedy underbellies of urban 
space and people’s souls, devour- 
ing women and browbeaten men, a 
curiously persistent lack of daylight 
— the ’30s and 40s American 
movies that cinema-starved French 
critics wolfed down after World _ 
War II had originally been mar- 
keted at home as different types of 
genre films. The Strange Loves of 
Martha Ivers (1946) was a gothic 
romance; Detour (1945) was a low- 


budget B-movie thriller; and Joan 
Crawford vehicles such as Possessed 
(1947) and Mildred Pierce (1945) 
were women’s pictures. A number 
of films now considered noirs began 
as literary adaptations — take your 
pick of any inspired by James Cain, 
Raymond Chandler, or Dashiell 
Hammett, or Robert Siodmak’s 
1946 take on Ernest Hemingway's 
The Killers. A : 
Noir City 6, czar of noir Eddie 
Muller's yearly celebration of not- 
on-DVD rarities and shadow- 
dappled classics resurrected from 
studio vaults, offers plenty of 


. fodder for noir-or-not debate. 


The programming spans from the 
critically enshrined (Jules Dassin’s 
1950 Night and the City) to the 
relatively unknown (1960's The 3rd 
Voice) and the not so old (the Coen 
brothers’ 2001 neonoir The Man 
Who Wasn't There). Perhaps more 
than past incarnations, Noir City 
6 makes a case for film noir as a 
set of stylistic conventions — or, 
alternately, for noir as an inspired 
malaise that permeates a film 

like stale cigarette smoke — rather 
than something hard-and-fast that 
sports a time stamp. 


The festival’s second week 
features two period pieces, which 
might surprise fans expecting a 
parade of hired guns in fedoras 
and femmes fatales in pantsuits. 
Robert Siodmak’s The Suspect (from 
1944, the same year he made the 
Maria Montez jewel Cobra Woman) 
follows one husband’s slow road 
to hell in Edwardian England as 
he offs his wife at the behest of a 
new lady friend. Reign of Terror 
(1949) sets the way-back machine 
to the French Revolution, but 
instead of /iberté, égalité, fraternité, 
we get greed, deceit, and betrayal. 
Celebrated cinematographer John 
Alton — who has rightly been 
called noir’s painter of light — is 
in top form here, transforming the 
standard back-lot Paris street sets 
into a backdrop more closely resem- 
bling the city’s catacombs. 

Reign of Terror screens as part 
of the festival’s tribute to character 
actor Charles McGraw, whose rug- 
ged visage made him a favorite for 
cop and tough-guy roles, including 
a memorably menacing hit man 
in The Killers and a star turn as a 
detective in The Narrow Margin 
(1952) alongside Marie Windsor. 


*“[McGraw’s] guttural rasp of a 


voice, reminiscent of broken china 
plates grating around in a bur- 

lap sack, was complemented by 

an intimidating, laserlike glare,” 
critic and Noir City coplanner 
Alan K. Rode writes in his recently 
published book Charles McGraw: 


Long before teaming up with Hervé Villechaize and extolling the virtues of Corinthian leather, 
icon of the bronze screen Ricardo Montalban (center) starred in Anthony Mann’s unconventional 
1949 film noir Border Incident. 
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Biography of a Film Noir Tough Guy 
(McFarland), which he'll sign at 
the tribute. 

Also on the McGraw double 
bill is Anthony Mann’s brutal 
Tex-Mex mystery Border Incident 
(1949), in which the actor plays a 
sadistic ranch owner involved in an 
illegal-immigrant smuggling and 
exploitation ring. Again, Alton’s 
cinematography perfectly frames 
the standout performances from 
bronze screen legend Ricardo 
Montalban as an undercover 
Mexican federale and Howard Da 
Silva as the racist crook he has to 
bust, setting into relief the two 
characters’ moral distance from 
each other in one memorable 
medium shot. (To go back to 
the subject of canon formation, 
between Border Incident, Orson 
Welles’s 1958 Touch of Evil, and 
John Sayles’s 1996 Lone Star, a 
host of films could pack a frontera- 
themed noir program.) 

Alton’s transformation of the 
Imperial Valley into a silvery, 
inhospitable moonscape — espe- 
cially during the knife-and-quick- 
sand offing of a group of frightened 
braceros under the cover of night 
— is an inversion of the sun-baked 
mesas and sage-scoured plains that 
typically dominate the western 
genre. In Border Incident he and 
Mann show us that corruption 
lurks in the wide-open spaces as 
much as it festers in the Piccadilly 
Circus back alleys of Dassin’s Night 
and the City or the ritzy enclaves of 
Chandler's Los Angeles. 

That vision brings us to the 
Coen brothers, whose No Country 


for Old Men qualifies as perhaps 


the latest entry in the group of 
borderland noirs, though their 

The Man Who Wasn’t There is the 
more obvious noir homage. Despite 
the often bleached-out palette of 
its mise-en-scéne, No Country for 
Old Men drives home the nihil- 
ism that is at the heart of all film 
noirs with all the force of Javier 
Bardem’s pneumatic hammer. In 
noir as in No Country, even the 
most hardened cop is made to con- 
front the futility of his convictions, 
Manichaeanism is disproved by 
double crosses and spilled blood, 
and the only thing one can bank 
on is what Noir City 6 promises in 
its tagline: no happy endings. srac

REVIEW Stupid American college kids — when you gonna learn 

not to take hedonistic trips into the wilderness? Are you not at all 
familiar with the backwoods-horror genre? In Shrooms the setting is not 
Texas but rural Ireland, where an array of uninteresting stereotypes (the 
hippie, the princess, the jock, etc.) travel to sample the region’s legendary 
“mushies.” Soon after the group indulges, things start going horribly wrong 
in them thar woods, which are populated by drooling half-wits, vengeful 
ghosts, and talking cows. (Insert your own bad-trip pun here.) Having the 
worst vaycay ever is blond Tara (Lindsey Haun), who accidentally gobbles a 
particularly potent strain of magic ’shroomage; it’s not long before she’s pre- 
dicting everyone’s doom-laden future like a total stoner Cassandra. Most of 
the movie’consists of kids racing through the woods, shrieking and flailing 
to escape a black-clad figure who may or may not be imagined (fortunately, 
this mysterious character manages to take down the most annoying young- 
sters first). Director Paddy Breathnach (J Went Down) lenses the whole 
affair in misty, murky greens and grays, which matches the mood of the 
film but doesn’t do much to enliven a too-familiar plot. (Cheryl Eddy)

Black White + Gray If Andre Téchiné’s The 
Witnesses colors the early ’80s red, this docu- 
mentary about Sam Wagstaff (and by exten- 
sion Robert Mapplethorpe) opts for a relatively 
bloodless palette. Though its voice-over shows 
class chauvinism in asserting that Patti Smith 
brought validity to punk, Black White + Gray 
perceptively uses its enigmatic subject as a 


window onto the changing role of photography 
within the art world. (Mapplethorpe’s objec- 
tification of black men is left uncriticized.) 
Director James Crump brings in some excel- 
lent sources, such as Hanuman publisher 
Raymond Foye. He also brings in at least one 
horrible blabbermouth: spewing bitter opin- 
ion, historian Eugenia Parry deserves every 
hearty hiss she might get from the audience. 


_ The film ends on a flat note by allowing Smith

No Country for Old Men almost 
qualifies as Douglas Sirk-ian melodrama next 
to Anderson's maverick revision of Upton 
Sinclair's 1927 novel Oil! There will be no doubt

among viewers that this 158-minute epic has 
Orson Welles-ian aspirations, from its Citizen 
Kane-like dedication to the rise and fall of a 
megalomaniac to its less-focused portrait of 
a not-so-magnificent or Ambersonian family 
line. These are the post-Robert Altman years 
of Anderson's relatively fledgling career, in 
strictly literal terms. Now that Altman is dead, 
Anderson no longer treats him as a prime well 
of auteur inspiration, instead favoring the 
sprawling likes of Welles, Elia Kazan, Terrence 
Malick, and Stanley Kubrick. He’s aided by 

the sick pull of Jonny Greenwood’s vanguard 
score and gonzo performances from both 

of his lead actors. While Day-Lewis is more 
consistently successful, it’s Dano who stokes 
the film’s intrigue, through subtle smiles dur- 
ing their characters’ early jousts, a brief spell 
of deflated defeat when he’s betrayed, anda 
hilarious (if only temporary) victory in his home 
court of the pulpit. When There Will Be Blood 
is a marriage or battle between Day-Lewis’s 
performance and Anderson’s imagery, it’s even 
better. The potent isolation and claustrophobia 
of the film’s first half hour are outdone by a 
tour de force sequence in which oil and its 
elemental force paint the future black.

Writer/director Jeff Nichols’ debut feature has been lauded 
again and again. Roger Ebert called this film “the great discov- 
ery” of the. Chicago Film Festival and its been nominated for 
this years’ Independent Spirit Award. 


Nichols examines the tensions and hatreds of a broken family 
that will have to suffer even more when forced to confront 
their past. Set against the cotton fields of Southeast Arkansas, 
the film concerns the three Hayes boys, Son, Kid, and Boy, 
abandoned by their father and resented by their mother. 
Unbeknownst to the now-grown boys, their father created a life 
after he left them: He sobered up, became a devout Christian, 
married successfully, and fathered four additional sons (all of 
whom possess real names, not the generic monikers he left to 
his first three boys). If not for his failures with his first family 
his life would have been a success worth emulating. When the 
two families meet at the father’s funeral, a dispute leads to a 
feud that threatens both lineages. 


Nichols’ use of landscape firmly anchors his characters in 
place and time, contrasting with the rootlessness the charac- 
ters themselves feel. (Even their names hide their identities 
from them.) This is a passionate and compassionate tale of 
vengeance and blood.

In his new film, director and provocateur Gus Van Sant contin- 
ues his innovative use of narrative and“an unflinching camera 
lens to find the mysterious in the mundane, the artistry in the 
moments other filmmakers overlook. As in his last three films, 
Gerry, Elephant, and Last Days, the mystical and the material 
flow together to create movies unlike anyone else’s. Van Sant 

is clearly influenced by the Hungarian master Bela Tarr, but he 
makes his movies in an American idiom all his own. 


Based on a young adult novel by Blake Nelson, Paranoid Park 
concerns a teen-aged boy who frequents a suburban skate 
park, hypnotized by its punk energy and the anarchic spirit 
he discovers there. When a crime of horrific violence occurs 
nearby, the boy finds himself at the center of a criminal inves- 
tigation. Within this rather straightforward construct, Van Sant 
fragments the narrative, trusting the audience to assemble 
the nonlinear details and impressions to resolve the story for 
themselves. The film is as fluid, obsessive, and mysterious as 
the young skateboarder’s own maturing consciousness, as he 
struggles to connect his sense of being and self to the society 
and culture around him.

Long before “Taliban” and “Al Qaeda” hijacked our image of 
Islamic fundamentalism, the Pashto region of Afghanistan 
housed an ancient sect of devout fanatics, the Hashshashins. 
Their drug-induced belief that heaven was a paradise filled 
with willing virgins inspired them to kill_all those that failed in 
the light of Islam. Their name gave us the word “assassin,’ and 
with their unquestioning devotion and hunger for martyrdom, 
their mythos became the genesis for all subsequent jihadist 
and fundamentalist movements. 


One man captured these legendary mercenaries on film well 
before the brutal wars of the last three decades. Armed with 
his 16mm camera, Chris Turner entered Afghanistan in 1967 
in search of adventure and drugs: He found plenty of both 
with the Hashshashins.

Hearing a television psychologist say that women 
are more comfortable being followed on the street by other women 


than by men, Gregory fashions a plan to meet the girl of his dreams. 


Beautiful camerawork makes the streets of Berkeley glisten! 


George Seamer and Kyle Garrett's Inertia (2007, 27 min) takes 
place in the bleak outskirts of San Francisco, where four 20-some- 
thing strangers float through their daily routines, fixated on their 
individual problems and waiting for their lives to become what they 
had envisioned. As the day unfolds, they're pulled towards a tragic 
collision that will shock them into seeing a larger reality. 


We are pleased to include an archival presentation from one of 
San Francisco’s most treasured short filmmakers. Jay Rosenblatt's 
1998 masterpiece Human Remains (30 min) uses film clips from 
the private lives of the great dictators of the 20th century-Hitler, 
Stalin, Mussolini, Mao, and Franco—to create a fascinating portrait 
of the banality of evil.

Featuring interviews with a magnetic Madsen as the besmirched 
tabloid victim and deadpan testimonials from an army of Mad- 
sen supporters—including fellow actors David Carradine, Darryl 
Hannah and Harry Dean Stanton, his writer/ producer mother 
Elaine and his actress/sister Virginia (who brings sibling rivalry 
to new, hilarious heights)—this film-within-a-film-within-a-film 
keeps you teetering on the borders of reality at every turn.

In the small Armenian city of Yerevan, when respected family man 
and university professor Grigor Janoyan dies in a freak accident, in 
accordance with Armenian tradition, the body is brought home for 
a “viewing” of the deceased by friends and family. Mourners grieve 
and wail over the open casket until Grigor's teenage daughter 
makes a shocking discovery: the dead man may be the spitting 
image of her beloved father, but he is definitely not Grigor. 


It falls to eldest son Hayk and his friends to find the right body 
and bring it home for proper viewing before the rest of the family 
(especially Mom) finds out. In a land where just getting access 
to a working car (with fuel) is a challenge, dealing with a morgue 
that delivered the wrong dead guy is no less than comical. When 
the erroneous corpse turns out to be a powerful mob boss with 
three slightly psychotic sons, the situation goes from the ironic to 
the absurd. i 


Based on true events, this slapstick-y Eastern European oddball 
comedy turns seemingly simple problems into cat-and-mouse 
convolutions. With a wacky cast of characters (including a village 
idiot or two), this criss-crossing quest from morgue to mobster 
and back again is.a trip and a half.

Father-son relationships are often fraught with complicated 
emotions and difficult histories, but director Bryan Fried- 
man’s examination of his own filial link is stranger than most. 
59-year-old Bill Friedman was an out-of-shape workaholic 
lawyer, lousy husband, and absent father with a mansion in a 
Toronto suburb. After his second divorce, he suffered depres- 
sion, sold the house, left the law firm, and became a competi- 
tive bodybuilder. (The. film also reveals the unfamiliar world 

of geriatric bodybuilding.) For his son, Dad’s new avocation is 
more than a little embarrassing. The bulging, waxed, and glis- 
tening muscleman preening nearly naked onstage is his father, 
who hasn't been around since Bryan was a baby. Friedman 
struggles to overcome his negative feelings towards Bill, but 
the exhibitionism and single-mindedness make it difficult. 


In trying to see through the choreographed routines, the tan- 
ning sessions, and the quest for sculpted perfection, Friedman 
creates a funny and poignant musing on failure, family, and 
the difficulty of forgiveness. The result is brave, clear-eyed, and 
surprising. At the 2007 Hot Docs Canadian International Docu- 
mentary Festival, The Bodybuilder and | received the award for 
best Canadian documentary. 


Bomb It!

Public scourge or artistic flowering? Director Jon Reiss 
examines another sub-culture in his latest documentary, but 
the ravers of his last film, the wildly acclaimed Better Living 
Through Circuitry, are replaced by the taggers of contemporary 
graffiti culture. Reiss takes his camera to urban centers around 
the world, interviewing some of the form's most acclaimed 
practitioners (among them, Cornbread, Taki 183, Zephyr, T-Kid 
170, Shepard Fairey, Pose II, DJ Lady Tribe and Ron English—all 
from the US—and world artists Daim, Scage, Blek Le Rat, Sixe, 
and Os Gemeos). 


These artists are in a unique situation, since for most of them, 
the very practice of their craft is a felony. Bomb It! exam- 

ines the concepts of public space and personal art, legal 
prohibitions and defiant artists, public policy and individual 
expression. Legislators, policemen, writers, critics, and painters 
all have their say about the phenomenon and it's meaning and 
implications for contemporary society. Reiss clearly admires 
the artists he interviews and believes they fit firmly into the 
Category of outsider art, but he also realizes the many prob- 
lems graffiti engenders and fairly presents the governments 
and organizations who are fighting to eradicate it. Bomb It! 

is a passionate and revelatory examination of graffiti that will 
have you questioning previously held assumptions about art 
and society. ;

Earl, a cynical, aging bachelor, is living 
fast while allowing Bucky to do most of the hard work. The majority 
of their time is spent scooping road kill on the long stretches of 
hot Texas pavement. But their routine is rattled when progress 
arrives in the form of a new Carcass Removal Technology truck, a 
mechanical marvel that will cause one of them to get downsized. 


Earl’s clever plan to save both their jobs by doing late-night pick- 
ups in a neighboring county leads them to the horrifying discovery 
of the dead body of a young hitchhiker whom they had picked up 
on the highway a few days earlier.

When he realizes the utilities are due, he has only one day 

to earn the money to pay the bill. For the next 24 hours, 

the continuous flow of passengers in Bashar's taxi give the 
beleaguered Arab cabbie all kinds of grief and vociferous 
Opinions on issues such as suicide bombers, George W. Bush, 
Cat Stevens, the war in Iraq, Rai music and world geography. 
Bashar also gets an unexpected visit from the FB.I. and suffers 
a major setback from the bureaucracy of Homeland Security 
that gives greater urgency to his overnight earning spree.

Electric Heart - Don Ellis

Before his untimely death in 1978 at the young age of 44, Don 
Ellis was one of the most creative and innovative jazz musicians 
of all time. In a career span of less than 25 years, Don Ellis dis- 
tinguished himself as a trumpeter, drummer, composer, arranger, 
recording artist, author, music critic, and music educator. How- 
ever, Don Ellis is probably best remembered for his work as a 
big band leader. His orchestra, which was active from 1966-78, 
achieved enormous popular appeal at a time when the influence 
of big band music was noticeably fading. 


Ellis’s significance lies in his use of groundbreaking musical tech- 
niques and devices, new to the world of jazz. Ellis's innovations 
include the use of electronic instruments, electronic sound- 
altering devices, experiments with quartertones, and the infusion 
of 20th-century classical music devices into the jazz idiom. Ellis’s 
greatest contributions, however, came in the area of rhythm. 


New rhythmic devices ultimately became the Don Ellis trade- 
mark. His compositions frequently displayed time signatures 
with numerators of 5, 7,9, 11, 19, 25, 33, etc. His approach 
within more conventional time signatures could be equally 
innovative through the use of rhythmic superimpositions. Ellis's 
rhythmic innovations - despite much criticism - were not gim- 
micks, but rather a direct result of his studies in non-Western 
musical cultures. 


Ellis ultimately applied his experiences and knowledge of the 
music of non-Western cultures to the rhythmic language of jazz. 
He was one of the first to have accomplished such a fusion of 
ideas, and his works as a composer and.an author stand as a 
memorial reflecting a significant stage in the evolution of jazz.

Distraught by the death of his older brother and facmg health 
issues of his own, a self-absorbed, work-obsessed Hollywood 
talent agent maniacally seeks to recapture his childhood by 
embarking on a worldwide adventure with the son he barely 
knows. 


On their globetrotting quest for the perfect roller coaster, the 
duo develops a singular style of male bonding while collecting 
the vintage toys and Disney artifacts that will ultimately trans- 
form their home into “Kraftland,” an over-the-top Los Angeles 
shrine to gigantic advertising icons, board games, theme-park 
rides and American consumer culture. 


Rowdy and narcissistic, Richard Kraft juggles his adolescence- 
inspired adventures with a successful career managing 
well-known film composers such as Danny Elfman and Alan 
Menken (who offer up their own color commentary on Kraft’s 
ego-driven exploits).

Once again tweaking boundaries with a faux documentary, director Jim 
Finn (whose first film /nterkosmos also examined political, economic, 
and cultural ideologies in its realistic portrayal of a fictional Soviet 
space program) offers us this collection of ostensibly “found” footage 
from the late 1980s of the Canto Grande prison in Peru, where female 
members of Shining Path, the notorious band of Maoist insurgents, were 
jailed yet refused to accept the limitations the facility imposed on them. 


Finn recreates a typical day as the guerrillas struggle to stay organized 
and carry on their fight from within the thick walls. The dramatic high 
point is a revolutionary piece of theatre the inmates create based on 
Macbeth, another famous tale of treachery and insurgency. Finn trans- 
formed a New Mexico fairground dormitory to serve as the prison, even 
using archaic High-8 mm filrn stock for his verité effects. Finn is drawn 
to (and draws us to) the interplay of ideology and idealism, privilege 
and poverty that create the conditions these women find themselves in. 


This unusual film tries to understand how ideological certainty and 
Maniist rhetoric can turn a 16-year-old Indian girl into a trained killer, 
a happening that still resonates in today’s world. “Jim Finn has made 
a name for himself...thanks to his feeling for irony and his capacity 
to shape something new from propaganda, news and other historic 
images.

We're still not 
sure what this movie is about but it may or may not involve a 
woman who has been raped by a tiger, giving birth to a Ron 
Perlman looking tiger-man who lives in a junk yard. He has a 
reunion with his family (after giving up his goal to “have sex 
with every being on the planet”) and he and his half-brother, 
Gun-tae, turn to crime to make their oppressed mom happy. 


Crime doesn’t work out so well for them, and they run afoul of 
a latex-clad femizon cyborg hooker, a horny school teacher, 
and Dr. Hell who gives Gun-tae a penis gun that fires bullets 
instead of sperm (although he can only get it up when looking 
at posters of ballet dancers). An art film from Planet Freaky 
this low budget video oddity delivers 500 beats per minute of 
weirdness involving gimp suits, gallons of high pressure blood 
spray and unauthorized (and ill-advised) surgical procedures, 
blended with hysterical dialogue from a lost 1960’s German 
art film delivered with a ridiculously straight face. An inscru- 
table art object that turns into an exploitation film in the final 
30 minutes, this flick proves that you don’t need a big budget 
to deliver big crazy.

In an effort to improve his lot, Venkatesh offers 
his services to the wealthy owner of the home (Indian star 
Nana Patekar) and becomes inquisitive about the man and 
his daughter. His curiosity changes the course of his future. 


The film is based on a short story by Randy Russell (co-writer 
of the screenplay), but Smith and Russell have wrested the 
story from its lowa setting and moved it half a world away. 
The audacious re-imagining succeeds brilliantly. Remark- 
ably perceptive and affecting;Smith’s film has the ability to 
conjure a complete world in the smallest detail or snatch of 
dialog. Working in Hindi with young actors in a country obvi- 
ously foreign to him, Smith has nevertheless created a work 
that speaks to all.

POP SKULL is easily one of the best truly-indie pictures to 
emerge from the U.S. in a decade. Moving along ethereally 
like a drug-laden horror counterpart to David Gordon Green's 
GEORGE WASHINGTON, the film depicts the lonely and 
disjointed life of Daniel (played by the film’s co-writer Lane 
Hughes), a young Alabama pill addict, as his efforts to cope 
with the trials of his day-to-day life collide with the increasing 
influence of murderous and displaced spirits that inhabit his 
home. As Daniel’s sense of reality deteriorates and phantasms 
run amok in his fuzzed-out mind, we too come to question 
what it is we are seeing and experiencing. The film moves in 
and out of Daniel's head, beautifully contrasting moments of 
lucidity with frenzied chaos. 


POP SKULL takes some unexpected turns, and plays freely with 
genre conventions. Although there’s plenty here to please fans 
of cerebral horror in the vein of JACOB'S LADDER or COMBAT 
SHOCK, the film is as much a heady drug movie as a horror 
movie, and belongs in the same select canon as MORE, DUSTY 
& SWEETS McGEE or THE PEOPLE NEXT DOOR, with halluci- 
nation sequences that rival drug-staple THE TRIP. Drug-film 
fetishists will not want to miss this. With intense sound design 
and visuals that will blow your brain out the back of your head, 
POP SKULL is an unconventional but wholly unforgettable story 
of a life and a love gone wrong.

Eric Zala, Jayson Lamb and Chris Strompolos were 12 when they 
started shooting in 1982 - and didn’t have a clue what they were 
getting themselves into. Their production wrapped in 1989, and 
was shelved and forgotten until 2003 when Eli Roth (Cabin Fever, 
Hostel) screened a bootleg copy in the middle of the night at 
Austin’s legendary Alamo Drafthouse Cinema.

The Road to Nod

Aptly described as a “Film Noir Road Movie", writer/director M.A. 
Littler's THE ROAD TO NOD is a biblically-fuelled crime outing 

marked by stirring performances and breathtaking black and white 
cinematography. Former-Dead Brothers multi-instrumentalist Delaney 
Davidson is a revelation as Parrish, the recently-released ex-con 
whose plans to return to the business are thwarted by a gang-war 
that has seen a shift in power since his incarceration. After witnessing 
the execution of his former boss and mentor (played by legendary 
one-man band Reverend Beat-Man), Parrish finds himself on the run, 
and the road ahead carries myriad enemies and suspicious accom- 
plices. His only chance seems to be self-imposed exile - escape to 
the farthest reaches of civilization where he can be obliterated amidst 
the waves and mountains. 


Like Chris Petit's existentialist road-movie RADIO ON (and sharing the 
same love-it-or-hate-it pacing), THE ROAD TO NOD is a beautifully- 
lensed reflection on the space between people, and also has shades 
of Jim Jarmusch’s STRANGER THAN PARADISE with more blatant 
despair. The film is rife with killer performances from underground 

cult figures - poet/ photographer/filmmaker Miron Zownir, Valentina 
Violette (a pivotal figure in the mid-90s Burlesque revival) and 
musicians Mischa De Haring (1-99), Pierre Ohmer and and Alain 
Croubalian (The Dead Brothers), among others. Most of director M.A. 
Littler's work focuses on the Swiss Primitive Rock n’ Roll movement 
founded by Beat-Man in the late 90s, and these musicians play a key 
role in the films’ striking soundtrack, which is punctuated by a raw 
Eastern European swamp-rock inspired by gypsy polka, funeral dirges 
and Hasil Adkins. 


Though his indie production company Slowboat Films has been in 
existence since 1999, it's only in the last few years that M.A.Littler starting 
branching out into features, and his output (VOODOO RYTHYM; DEATH IS 
NOTTHE END: ZOWNIR: RADICAL MAN, the upcoming THE FOLKSINGER) 
is prolific and increasingly impressive. He is certainly a talent to watch.

At ages 51 and 41, John Zeigler and Tom Mailhot are among 
the oldest competitors—and the only American entry—in the 

Atlantic Rowing Challenge, a physically grueling rowing race 

across the Atlantic Ocean. 


Competitors in this radical three-thousand-mile race from the 
Canary Islands to Barbados must adhere to rigid rules: all 
boats must be constructed from the same marine plywood kit, 
teams cannot receive outside assistance and must carry their 
own supplies, and those that quit must burn their boat to keep 
shipping lanes clear. 


John and Tom spend three years (and most of their personal 
savings—it costs $19,000 just to enter the race and another 
$150,000 to build and equip the 23-foot racing craft) to 
make their dream of winning possible, but once on the water, 
their boat and their bodies don't respond quite as they'd imag- 
ined to the weeks of sleep deprivation, seasickness, isolation, 
boredom and cramped living conditions. 


Drawing from the duo's compelling video diary at sea, Row 
Hard No Excuses chronicles the emotional challenges and 
rewards of their arduous journey. The unique perspective of Tori 
Murden, the first woman to row solo across an ocean, and the 
diverse chorus of other teams—men and women, young and 
old—add rich context to a meditation on shattered expecta- 
tions and the pursuit of happiness. It is both an exciting 
sports-adventure story and an intimate portrait of a two-man .

What do you get when you mix classic Cambodian pop with psyche- 
delic rock, surf music and lyrics sung in Khmer? You don’t get sick, but 
you do get Dengue Fever. The Los Angeles-based alternative indie rock 
band has been gradually gathering its fervent fan base since 2001, 
but nowhere are they more avidly appreciated than the original source 
of their musical inspiration: Cambodia. In 2005, the six-member band 
embarked on a musical journey back to that source. 


An instant hit on arrival in Phnom Penh, the band was given a TV 
special and held shows wherever a stage and speakers could be 
found— performing tracks by Khmer pop icons like Ros Serey-_ 
sothea and Sinn Sisamouth and many originals, first written in 
English by band founders Ethan and Zac Holtzman before being 
translated into Khmer. 


Along the way, Cambodian lead singer Chhom Nimol reconnects 
with her culture while the guys gain a deeper appreciation for the 
music that brought them there, finding inspiration everywhere 
from the tuk tuk driver to the market to school children learning 
the traditional music of their people. 

With a killer soundtrack, Sleepwalking Through the Mekong offers 
a rousing repertoire of Khmer-infused rock amid eye-opening his- 
torical reflection on the thousands of people killed by the Khmer 
Rouge for expressing themselves through art and music.

Dude, who knew the search for the perfect point break could 
also be a powerful journey of social awakening? Or that surfing 
could be a sign of hope for a country that’s been to hell and 
back? Traveling in the war-torn West African nation of Liberia, a 
young surfer discovers much more than killer waves (though he 
finds those too) and invites three of his American surfer friends 
to join him for the experience of a lifetime. 


As they travel through the country in a beat-up taxicab, it 
becomes eminently clear that Liberia is not a typical surfing 
destination. With the recent war etched into the landscape, se- 
curity can be sketchy, and privileged white kids in a poor black 
nation can seem way out of their element. But a search for 
waves soon turns into an inspirational quest for understanding, 
as the foursome records the heartwrenching stories of Liberi- 
ans they meet along the way—people like Alfred, who became 
Liberia’s first surfer after finding a bodyboard while fleeing from 
rebels—and find that surfing is a strangely unifying force. 


Local first-time filmmaker Britton Caillouette’s spectacular 
debut challenges the conventional surf film genre by combin- 
ing a classic surf aesthetic with a social documentary ethos, 
while keeping the awesome water-soaked surfing footage and 
reggae-tinged soundtrack vibrantly intact.

Primarily known as a director of horror (Re-Animator, From 
Beyond) who also possesses a wicked sense of humor, Stuart 
Gordon has lately ventured into other genres (e.g., his adapta- 
tion of David Mamet's play Edmond), but he’s never lost his 
feel for portraying the human animal in states of heightened 
intensity. 


His latest film, inspired by a true incident, portrays a normally 
compassionate young woman, Brandi (Mena Suvari), who after 
a night of carousing, booze, and pills, drives into a homeless 
man (Stephen Rea). The man crashes through her windshield, 
and is trapped with his body half in and half out of the car. 
Instead of stopping and calling for help, Brandi panics, drives 
home, and parks her car in the garage, her victim still snared 
in her windshield. Her bad decision at a crucial moment leads 
to an inexorable series of consequences as she struggles to 
cover up her crime. But she doesn’t count on the willto live of 
the man she's hit, and after enlisting the aid of her drug-deal- 
ing boyfriend, the story evolves in Unexpected ways as each 
character has to confront the humanity of the others. Gordon 
examines the line between good and evil in each of us with 
skill, horror, and most improbably, humor.

Ryo Nakajima’s debut feature was penned after emerging 
from a post-high school ‘shut-in’ period (apparently common 
in Japan), and his malaise translated into a powerful film 
about apathy, self-loathing and self-destruction - and yet its 
very existence is a hopeful gesture. A handful of characters 
with peripheral connections weave in and out of each others’ 
storylines with mutual disregard: a high school girl who hides 
her crippling insecurity behind manipulative power-games; a 
sociopath and his sexist goon-squad, the hallway bully who 
becomes a shell of himself when his favourite victim turns 

the tables. Through the experiences of their everyday lives - 
which include social terrorism, attempted murder, self-cutting, 
suicide, gang-rape and revenge - all find that the world has 
no place for them. Their only options seem to be self-effacing 
compromise, or dying young and making a loud noise on their 
way out. Explosion or implosion is inevitable. 


The film violently accelerates and slows down at will: 
sentimentality is revealed only to be mutilated moments later 
by callousness. Other films are referenced (most notably A 
CLOCKWORK ORANGE, whose influence is felt not only visually 
but also in the warped classical soundtrack), and indeed 

a certain universality lends to the film’s appeal - but TH/S 
WORLD OF OURS is a unique statement of youthful anguish 
that stands apart from others of its ilk.

TOKYO LOOP is an animation anthology produced by Image- 
Forum, a Japanese filmmakers’ collective/workshop (originally 
called The Underground Center when it was founded in 1971) 
to commemorate the hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
the animated film, J.S. Blackton’s Humorous Phases of Funny 
Faces (1906). 16 animated films by 17 different directors 
convey a rich variety of Japanese graphic styles - from cut-ups 
and cut-outs to crudely hand-drawn illustration, psychedelic 
kalaidescopes and anime. 


Although certain indie animation pillars are represented here 
- Yoji Kuri (making his first film in 20 years), Taku Siguyama - 
many of the filmmakers aren't traditionally animators. Among 
the artists selected by curator Koji Yamamura are manga art- 
ists who had never worked with moving images, as well as ex- 
perimental filmmakers, puppeteers and visual artists. The film 
has no dialogue, and though each piece of animation is done 
in a wholly distinct style, there are threads that run through 
them all: namely, personal impressions of Tokyo city life and 
a fluid score by legendary Osaka noise musician Yamamoto 
Seiichi (onetime member of The Boredoms). The result of this 
experimental concoction is a truly remarkable feast for the 
senses. (Kier-La Janisse)

ends in his hometown of Owensboro, Kentucky, heads to 
Nashville for a job, leaves home late, abandons the job, wanders 
through a Goodwill store, and finds a tchotchke object for 69 
cents which he feels oddly drawn to. Walker purchases the 
object, and when examining it with a magnifying glass later that 
night, he begins to have strange visions. When his brother-in-law 
and another male relative have-the same experience, Walker 
investigates his find, consulting theologians, an archeologist, 
and a psychoanalyst. Walker grows to believe he is in pos- 
session of the Urim and Thummim, the prophetic stone 
mentioned in the Bible that resided in the breastplate of the 
Jewish high priest.

No 
less a personage than Harmony Korine has called Urim and
